SANDY POWELL 


As one of the worlds most successful costume designers for film (you 
can’t argue with three Oscars and 44 award nominations), Sandy Powell 
is used to the odd corset-related scandal. Like the time she had to 
wrestle Leonardo DiCaprio into a rubber one on the set of The Aviator. 
‘It made him remember to stand up straight.’ Or the hoo-ha that ensued 
over Lily James’s teeny-tiny waist in her ballgown for Cinderella, 
on which Sandy and her team spent 500 hours. ‘Everyone went nuts 
about it, but she just has a small waist.’ Sandy, 55, started designing 
young, making clothes for her dolls when she was growing up in 
Brixton, where she still lives; her first piece was a pair of hotpants. She 
studied performance design at Saint Martins but left halfway through 


when she got a job making costumes for dancer Lindsay Kemp’s 
company, swiftly followed by Derek Jarman’s film Caravaggio. Since 
then, she’s created some of Hollywood’s most memorable looks, from 
Judi Dench’s Elizabeth I costume in Shakespeare in Love to Daniel 
Day-Lewis’s top hat in Martin Scorsese’s Gangs of New York. Her next 
project is Carol, an adaptation of a Patricia Highsmith novel about a 
lesbian love affair in the Fifties, starring Cate Blanchett - one of Sandy’s 
favourite people to dress; ‘It’s so nice to work with somebody with 
brains as well as beauty.’ Just don’t try to force Sandy into one of her 
costumes; she’s not a fan of dressing up. ‘I live in fear of being invited 
to a fancy-dress party. I’d rather stick to my vintage Gaultier.’ LB

THE DANCER 

Looking at Francesca Hayward 
- a jewellery-box ballerina 
brought to life - it’s hard to imagine 
her doing anything unladylike. 

Until she tells you about the time 
her nipple popped out onstage. 

‘I knew it was out, but I couldn’t 
do anything,’ she says.

Born in 
Nairobi to an English father and 
Kenyan mother, the 23-year-old 
moved to Sussex to be raised by 
her grandparents when she was 
two. Her grandmother ferried her 
between ballet classes and 
encouraged her to sign up for the 
Royal Ballet Lower School in 
Richmond Park when she was 
1 1 . From there, she progressed 
through the ranks until her recent 
promotion to first soloist at the 
Royal Ballet. But as much 
as she’s looking forward to the 
fairytale froth of The Nutcracker , 
Francesca loves meatier roles - 
like Manon. ‘There’s sex, death, 
prostitutes — it is BRILLIANT.’ 

The only downside to all that 
dancing? Mangled feet. ‘Pedicures 
can be a bit awkward - 1 don’t 
have toenails on my two littlest 
toes, so they just have to paint 
blobs on and pretend.’ LB

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Balls Balls Balls 



ou have to admire 
the balls of Charles 
de Beistegui. Europe 
was still emerging 
from a post-war 
hangover when, in 
1951, the reclusive 
Mexican mining 
heir threw a huge 
costume ball in Venice, at the Palazzo Labia, 
which he had bought three years earlier and 
spent a fortune restoring. Getting to Venice 
back then wasn’t easy - it took days by train 
and boat. But he pluckily invited all the 
most glamorous people of the age, from the 
Aga Khan to Salvador Dali, knowing they 
would turn up. They did. 

The invitations were sent six months in 
advance, to give people time to have their 
costumes made - Pierre Cardin and Nina 
Ricci practically launched their careers that 
night. Guests arrived by gondola on the 
Grand Canal and Beistegui, nicknamed the 
‘Count of Monte Cristo’, received them 
at the top of the stairs, his tiny frame barely 
recognisable, propped up on two-foot 
platform heels beneath a sausage-curl wig 
that tumbled down his crimson gown. Lady 
Diana Cooper came as Cleopatra; the 
couturier Jacques Lath was the Sun King; 
and Arturo Lopez-Wilshaw, another noted 
party-giver, came as the Emperor of China, 
emerging with his wife from a Chinese 
junk. Cecil Beaton photographed the whole 
affair, which was talked about for years 
afterwards. It was the most important night 
of Beistegui’s life. He suffered a series of 
strokes 10 years later, sold the palazzo, which 
became an office block, and died in 1970. 

A ball is the ultimate party - the grandest, 
most decadent, most extravagant knees-up 
there is. A thick cream invitation to a ball 
conjures up thoughts of fairytales and waltzing 
through the night, of sumptuous costumes, 
gold-leaf ballrooms, bacchanalian levels of 
alcohol and silver platters of food when you 
need a little breather. You might attend a ball 
and meet your prince, or a prince at the 
very least. It will be a night to remember, as 
opposed to just another night getting pissed 
at a wedding in a freezing marquee in Devon. 

And, hooray, balls are back. These days 
everything can (or should) be a ball. Take 
jewellery designer Noor Fares’ wedding to 
Alexandre A1 Khawam in France in June. 
‘Welcome to Noormandie,’ read a sign at the 
entrance to the chateau for the pre-wedding O

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<1 party - an Arabian Nights-themed ball 
for hundreds of guests dressed in turbans and 
beaded maxiskirts. For the wedding itself, an 
entire village of Lebanese musicians was flown 
in the following day, and a human-sized cake 
was served before the guests moved to the 
‘nightclub tent’. Poppy Delevingne’s Jo Malone 
Blossom Ball, held in April, took over a 
townhouse in Marylebone, and guests drifted 
about in couture while eating baked potatoes 
topped with caviar. And in September, 1 ,000 
people descended on Park Lane for the Boodles 
Boxing Ball, where Pippa Middleton drank 
champagne and joined in the ringside roaring 
as 12 plucky fighters boxed one another. 

The timeframe is one of the defining features 
of a ball. It begins late, usually about 1 0pm, 
and goes on until the small hours. Dinner 
might be served beforehand, but only for the 
household; most people dine at neighbouring 
houses if it’s in the country, or at restaurants if 
in town. They can be given in hotels, if you don’t 
have a ballroom of your own, though time was 
when all the grandest houses in London did. 
Unless it’s fancy dress, the dress code is simple 
- white tie for men, gowns for women. 



‘Novelty outfits should be 
avoided at all costs. They’re 
funny for five minutes, then 
you look like a prat for the rest 
of the evening,’ says Nicky 
Haslam, who has been balling 
for decades. At the ball thrown 
by the Queen for the Prince of Wales and 
Diana’s wedding in 1981, Nicky recalls that 
sausages and baked beans were served and - 
after dancing several whirls with a Spanish 
princess - he left with Prince Andrew’s hat 
(several hats had been tossed in the air in 
jubilation). Haslam also points out that, 
although balls are the perfect excuse to show 
off your jewels, tiaras should only be worn if 
specified in the dress code: ‘You can’t just put 
one on because you think it will look nice.’ 

One of the richest women of the Twenties, 
Mrs Ronnie Greville, was also a ruthless power 
entertainer and, according to Brian Masters’ 
book Great Hostesses, ‘she would wear the most 
ostentatious though beautiful diamonds from 
head to toe, which was not very far as she was 
so noticeably short, and look like a Christmas 
tree’. When, on one occasion, she saw a rival 
power hostess had more rows of pearls on 
display, she dug deep into her bosom and 
yanked out another three rows. In 1924, she 
gave a ball at which the crowd was so dense 
that the king and queen of Italy had to sit in 
their car outside while the footmen cleared 
a way through the guests to the ballroom. 

One of the earliest and wildest balls took 
place in Paris in 1393, given by the wife of King 
Charles VI, to cheer him up after a bout of

insanity. He and five dancers dressed as wild 
woodsmen in costumes of flax and pitch, but 
things got out of hand when they came too 
close to a torch and caught fire. Four dancers 
died - one jumped into a vat of wine to cool 
down - and the event became known as the 
Bal des Ardents, the ball of the burning men. 

In the Renaissance, masked balls became 
popular in Italy, especially in Venice; noblemen

loved the opportunity to misbehave under 
cover of disguise. These were occasions when 
the normal rules could be inverted, and 
grandees could let their hair down. The Yew 
Tree Ball at Versailles was a pivotal moment 
in the reign of Louis XV - it was here that 
he met Jeanne-Antoinette Poisson, the 
future Madame de Pompadour. There had 
been a vacancy for the king’s mistress since the 
death of Madame de Chateauroux, and all the 
ladies of the court were in a state of feverish 
excitement by the night of 25 February 1745. 
The party did not begin until 1 1 .30pm, when 
hundreds of carriages proceeded up to the 
illuminated palace. Some 15,000 guests 
assembled in the Hall of Mirrors, waiting for 
the doors of the king’s apartment to open, 
which would signal the ball’s official 
commencement. Finally, they opened, but 
only the queen came out, flanked by the 
dauphin and his new wife. Then, eight 
topiaried yew trees appeared - the king and 
his courtiers in disguise. One made a beeline 
for Jeanne; the king had spotted her out 
hunting. From that moment on, they 
would never spend a night apart. 

A few decades later, here 
in England, the ritual ' \ 

began of presenting 
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debutantes at court. It was Queen Charlotte, 
wife of George III, who started it, as a 
birthday present to herself. The idea was to 
display 17-year-old aristocratic virgins to 
eligible bachelors (‘debs’ delights’) under the 
watchful eye of parents and chaperones. The 
season would open with Queen Charlotte’s 
Ball in May, and continue into the autumn: 
a relentless series of balls by the end of which 
you hoped to have been married off. At 
Queen Charlotte’s, a giant white cake was 
the centrepiece, and the girls curtseyed in its 
direction as they filed past. 

The late 19th and early 20th centuries were 
undoubtedly the heyday of the ball. In 1897, 
the Duchess of Devonshire gave a fancy-dress 
ball to mark Queen Victoria’s diamond jubilee; 
700 guests dressed as historic figures - including 
Will Somers, Queen Elizabeth I’s court jester, 
and Lord Nelson - and the hostess herself 
ventured even further back in history, looking 
magnificent as Queen Zenobia of Palmyra. 

Cecil Beaton seems to have been at many 
of the greatest balls. At Sidney Herbert’s 
21st birthday at Wilton, the seat of the Earls 
of Pembroke, he turned up wearing full 
maquillage, which didn’t go down well with 
the Wiltshire hearties. A rowdy bunch gathered 
him up and deposited him in the Nadder, 
much to his humiliation. ‘As anyone who has 
ever had a glass of water tipped over them will 
know, it’s the shock of it that’s most upsetting,’ 
says Hugo Vickers, Beaton’s biographer. ‘Still, 
Cecil wasn’t deterred, and went straight back 
to the Double Cube room, where he danced 
the night away, squelching in his sodden shoes.’ 

The very grandest families in England had 
large houses in Mayfair - the biggest were 
along Park Lane - with ballrooms. Lady 
Londonderry was one of the greatest hostesses 
of the time, generating hysteria throughout 
society every time she gave a ball. ‘The crowd at 
Londonderry House was the densest I had ever 
seen at a London party,’ wrote Sir Almeric 
FitzRoy after one given in 1903 to mark the 
king’s birthday. ‘One girl fainted in the street 
and had to be lain out on the pavement, and 
one or two others collapsed inside the building.’ 

Londonderry House was eventually sold off 
and demolished to make way for a Hilton 
hotel. Nicky Haslam was at the last ball there 
in 1965. ‘It was fabulous,’ he says. ‘The grand 
staircase was lined with footmen, Mick Jagger 
and Min Hogg were dancing in the ballroom. 
The next morning, wrecking balls reduced the 
house to dust. This lent the night an air of 
piquancy of fin de siecle, although that quality 
is often supplied in retrospect.’

24TH DECEMBER 2014 

T oday is a day called 
Christmas Eve.

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J ESSE Norman is six-foot- 
five, the top six inches or 
more being brow. But then 
this highbrow did once 
teach philosophy at University 
College London and write 
a biography of 18th-century 
chinstroker Edmund Burke. 

Tall men are often infected 
by diffidence. Norman was 
until recently one of life’s 
murmurers, the voice on the 
level of a Shakespearean 
third spear carrier saying 
‘rhubarb’. You seldom heard 
him shout insults at opponents. 

Then he had a screaming 
match in the lobby with fellow 
OE David Cameron. 

Norman, who is MP for 
Hereford and South 

Herefordshire (which he won from the Lib 
Dems in 201 0), went to public school after 
a patchy early education at a London 
state primary, a trendy ‘progressive’ school 
and a crammer. All those brains were in danger 
of being wasted. His late mother, a gifted 
painter who, being a left-winger, didn’t approve 
of private education, took a laidback approach 
to discipline. Jesse’s dad, Torquil, was more 
pragmatic. A toy entrepreneur who devised the 
Big Yellow Teapot and Polly Pocket, Sir Torquil 
felt that, having made some loot, he was entitled 
to blow it on his children’s schooling. Beanpole 
Jesse was despatched to the Eton hothouse. 

Around this time, Prime Minister Ted Heath 
asked the fatal question ‘Who governs Britain?’ 
- and the country was soon being knackered 
by Labour and the trade unions. The lad saw 
that the left might not be as great as his 
adorable mum thought. He went up to Oxford 
(with an exhibition to Merton) to read classics. 
One contemporary was a certain William Hague. 

Norman worked in the City, did some 
academic research and set up a charitable 
project in Eastern Europe as the Berlin Wall 
teetered. He delivered new Western medical 
textbooks to doctors in Poland, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. Seeing the effects of 
communism up close only confirmed him in 



his ripening Toryism. He was over 
40 by the time he became an MP - 
late by modern standards. He may 
have had to do some greasing to 
younger politicos but, once he was 
in the Commons, he learned that 
being a yes-man is no life. 

He is married to Kate Bingham, 
a life-sciences egghead whose late 
dad, Tom, was Master of the 
Rolls. The Binghams were 
a hearty lot, devoted 
to bracing weekends 
in Wales. Maybe 
they encouraged 
the son-in-law to 
sharpen his flinty 
side. Norman 
started as a 
Cameroon but fell 
out with the PM over 
House of Lords reforms. 
His chances of a ministerial career receded, so 
he took the select-committees route. On the 
Treasury Committee, he gave City grandee 
Lord Grabiner a savaging. It was like seeing a 
hungry archbishop attack a raw lamb chop. 
Now Norman is chair of the Culture, Media and 
Sport Committee. Juicy! And, within weeks of 
landing the job, he upset runner Paula Radcliffe 
by arguably linking her name to anti-drugs 
investigations. Jesse blamed the media, saying 
journos had behaved like a ‘herd of ungulates’. 
Cue much rifling through dictionaries. 

There are punchier vulgarians but he’s no 
slouch at the man-of-the-people stuff. He was 
recently found, white-hatted, at the ovens 
in a Ross-on-Wye bakery, learning how his 
constituents work and earn. His pin-ups 
may include Kant, Haydn and Louis Armstrong 
(Jesse himself is a trumpeter), but he has 
spoken up for his local football team, Hereford 
FC. A little more aggro, and who knows 
what he might achieve? As he parps away on 
his new tenor sax, channelling Joao Gilberto’s 
‘Insensatez’, Jesse Norman may not entirely 
have given up thoughts of one day bumping 
his head on the ceiling of Downing Street’s 
Cabinet Room.

Zigzagging through the Zeitgeist with 
zip. By Sebastian Shakespeare 

NUMBER 11 BY JONATHAN CO (Viking, £16.99) 

Jonathan Coe has established himself as one of the most entertaining 
chroniclers of our times. The Rotters Club, What a Carve Up! and The 
Closed Circle were respectively set in the Seventies, Eighties and Nineties, 
and he skewered those decades perfectly. His latest novel brings us up to 
date, careening through the Noughties to now. The narrative takes the 
form of five stories that revolve around two women, Rachel and Alison, 
childhood friends whose lives go in different directions after an encounter 
with the Mad Bird Woman when they’re 10. Rachel graduates from 
Oxford and becomes a private tutor to the rich and privileged; Alison 
struggles with both her own sexuality and her indebted ex-minor-pop- 
star mother’s catastrophic appearance on I’m A Celebrity. . . 

Coe wonderfully captures their age of innocence and how it’s brought 
to an end by the Iraq War and reality TV. The subsequent episodes 
become progressively more madcap, linked by an absorption with 
conspiracy theories that’s both playful and serious. We follow a man’s 
obsessive search for a magical film he watched on television as a young 
boy; an extravagantly mocked police detective investigates the suspicious 
death of comedians; a Romanian dog-walker has a murky role to play. 
While the plot does meander, it also allows Coe to indulge his abundant 
talent for social observation and black comedy. 

He has an enviable lightness of touch and is brilliant at portraying 
the lunacy of our time, when bankers need iceberg houses and their 
neighbours need food banks. He is often satirical, always compassionate. 




LANDMARK: A HISTORY OF 

BRITAIN IN 50 BUILDINGS BY 
ANNA KEAY AND CAROLINE 
STANFORD (Frances Lincoln, £25) 
A landmark book for the 
Landmark Trust. This handsome 
tome marks the 50th birthday of 
a charity that has preserved nearly 
200 buildings.

Holy cow — this is one juicy steak joint. By Jeremy Wayne 




S o you think you know about steak, 

huh? Well, think again, bud, because at 
Smith &Wollensky, the American 
steakhouse that recently opened just off 
the Strand, beef just got bigger, thicker and juicier. 
Originally launched in 1 977 on New Yorks Third 
Avenue, Smith & Wollensky now has restaurants in 
eight US cities, but London is its first overseas site. 

And what a site it is. Located in the art-deco 
Adelphi Building, the two-floor restaurant has been 
designed by Martin Brudnizki (where hasn’t, you 
may ask?). And this has to be Brud’s 
finest hour: a knock-your-socks-off 
ground-floor room with a copper- 
coloured tray ceiling, Beardsley-esque 
panels and a mile-long bar where a 
well-drilled army of bartenders 
will mix you a negroni and serve 
it in a proper lead-crystal tumbler 
with ice cubes the size 
of Rubiks Cubes. And 
the high-ceilinged 
basement restaurant is 
no less impressive, 
with a separate bar 
and wood-panelling 
that could hold its 
own with the reading 
room of the New 
York Public Library. 


A teetering tower of squeaky-fresh shellfish is a 
pretty good way to start. It comes presented on 
a traditional etagere, with a sherry mignonette for 
the oysters, as well as a classic cocktail sauce. But 
no matter what you choose for a starter, it is but a 
prelude to the beef itself. USDA Prime dry-aged 
steaks, like S&W’s signature 24oz ribeye, or the 
even more flavourful l4oz sirloin, butchered 
in-house and dry- aged for 28 days, are both things 
of beauty to behold - and consume. And with side 
orders of creamed spinach and buttermilk onion 
rings the size of cuff bracelets, no 
one goes home hungry. There’s an 
exceptional wine list too. We drank 
a 2012 Grgich Hills fume blanc, 
full of razzmatazz, and a sunny, 
plummy 2012 Stag’s Leap Artemis, 
both from Napa. 

Pudding is a no-brainer. It has 
to be a slab - eight inches across 
and six deep - of chocolate layer 
cake; brought to the table with 
its own canister of cold whipped cream, it needs 
a health warning attached, as well as a private 
ambulance on speed-dial. 

With the arrival of Smith & Wollensky, it’s fair 
to say power dining is back. Shoulder pads and 
big hair could well follow. You’ve been warned.

t’s one hell of an inheritance. Lady Kitty Spencer 
comes from one of England’s grandest families. 

Her aunt, Diana, Princess of Wales, died when 
Kitty was just seven years old; not long afterwards, 
her parents divorced, amid much public talk of 
infidelity and addiction. 

You might expect a child, a person, to be crushed 
by such a history; to be fragile, brittle, even a tiny bit 
afraid. They might hide this vulnerability behind 
snobbishness, the title, the stately home, the art 
collection, the lineage. You would not expect Kitty 
Spencer, a bright beam of joy who loves Renaissance 
paintings, Italian food, her obese cat, her huge 
dysfunctional family; who laughs louder than anyone, 
who cries at sad songs and adverts; who is unguarded, 
not in a naive way, but in a life-affirmingly positive way. 

‘My friend just texted me to ask how many times 
I put my foot in it,’ she says as we walk down Brook 
Street after our interview, builders wolf-whistling at 
her. ‘I have absolutely no filter.’ 

Lady Kitty Eleanor Spencer was bom in London in 1990, the eldest 
child of Earl Spencer and his first wife, the former model Victoria 
Lockwood. They had married the year before in a country church in 
Northamptonshire - there was a carriage and horses, outriders dressed 
as 17th-century highwaymen and Prince Harry as a page with a vast 
maroon-satin sash. Charles Spencer had proposed to Victoria, a 
mild-eyed beauty from Barnes, just 10 days after meeting her. Once 
married, they had four children: first Kitty; then, 1 8 months later, the 


cats). They went back to Althorp four times a year, including 
Christmas and summer holidays, and they always knew who they were, 
but they didn’t feel the burden of their heritage; and when Diana died 
and their parents divorced, they weren’t drawn into the public orgy of 
grief and judgement. They were just a family who had endured some 
terrible things, as many families do. 

‘Sadly, I have very few memories of my aunt. I was so young when 
she died,’ says Kitty. What she does remember from her childhood is 
freedom, sunshine, the glorious chaos of a big family, the weekend 
camping trips - ‘My mother is very relaxed and outdoorsy.’ She also, 
she says, has no recollection of her mother when she was at her lowest. 
Victoria was treated for drug addiction and alcoholism when Kitty was 
very young. ‘I mean, obviously I’m aware of the facts but I just don’t 
remember. My mother has been a counsellor for 1 5 years and she has 
really educated us all about addiction and self-worth. We’ve never really 
wanted to rebel because she’s always been so upfront and honest. We 
can tell her anything. And as a result, I’ve never even touched a 
cigarette.’ Like Diana, who was bulimic, Victoria also suffered from an 
eating disorder, in her case anorexia — in photographs from the time, 
she looks desperately frail and unhappy. Victoria works with ballerinas 
on this issue and has educated her daughters well. Kitty has an enviably 
healthy attitude towards her body: she doesn’t own scales and good 
food is one of her great pleasures in life - her summer was spent in Italy 
mainly posting pictures of Nutella pizza on Instagram. ‘I just never 
really think of food as an issue.’ 

Kitty’s parents both went on to remarry and have children, so Kitty is 
the eldest of a tribe of eight, and is the classic responsible oldest child: 

‘I do feel very motivated. I have definitely never been a slacker. I just

twins Amelia and Eliza; and finally, four years later, the heir, Louis. 

It was also during this time that Charles Spencer’s father died, and so, 
aged 27, Charles inherited Althorp, a beautiful 90-room burden, duty 
rendered in stone and glass and marble, with 550 green acres thrown 
in. Meanwhile, his sister was the most famous woman in the universe, 
and after her divorce from the Prince of Wales in 1996, the most 
scrutinised - or ‘hunted’, as Lord Spencer would later say in his famous 
funeral address. 

The story is that Lord Spencer and Victoria whisked their young 
family to South Africa to get them away from all this: the duty, the 
scrutiny, the prospect of four children under five in grey, oppressive 
England. ‘I am sure that was a factor, but it was more that we went for 
my birthday for a holiday and we ended up sort of staying,’ explains 
Kitty, speaking with a soft, South 
African accent that suits the honey- 
coloured skin, the tumble of shiny 
hair, the sparkly teeth. Yes, she’s 
English, but she doesn’t look it, or 
sound it. ‘We just all really suited 
that lifestyle, and my parents wanted 
the opportunity for a really healthy 
childhood for us.’ 

It might have been the best decision 
that the Earl and then Countess ever 
made. In South Africa, the Spencers 
were just four beautiful blonde kids in 
a big house in Cape Town with all the 
animals (the family had dogs and nine 


never want to look back and feel like I have wasted my time.’ She was 
one of the top students at her school, Reddam House, where she played 
the piano and did gymnastics; and she got a degree in pychology, 
politics and English literature at Cape Town University, followed by a 
master’s in luxury-brand management at Regent’s University in 
London. Yet she will not inherit Althorp, which will go to her brother 
Louis, Viscount Althorp, who is currently studying at Edinburgh 
University. ‘In general, I’m totally pro gender equality. But I’m quite 
happy that that’s [going to be] my brother’s responsibility. I just think 
it’s the correct way. I like that the house stays within the same family 
with the same surname. I wouldn’t want it any other way for the 
Spencers. And I just know my brother is going to do an impeccable job.’ 

She might not want the big job, but she adores the house, and 

gained a new respect for the art collection 
at Althorp while studying Italian and 
history of art in Florence between her first 
degree and her master’s, living alone for 
the first time, gorging on Raphael and 
Botticelli and pasta. ‘It was the happiest 
few months of my life, hands down.’ 

Her favourite painting at Althorp is the 
portrait of Charlotte Seymour, wife of 
the 5 th Earl Spencer, by George Frederic 
Watts that hangs in her bedroom: ‘It’s 
just very beautiful and feminine and big 
and gorgeous.’ 

She lives in Fulham, in a ‘contained 
and cosy’ flat full of candles and throws t>

<1 and impractical white fluffy carpets. And in the kitchen is a big 
white frame which is filled with cards from my family, photographs, 
my brother’s speech from my 21st, little notes that I keep. I guess it’s a 
cure for homesickness.’ She always knew she wanted to live in London, 
and although she has family in the city - including her cousins the 
Duke of Cambridge and Prince Harry — she still misses her mother, 
whom she calls her best friend and speaks to five times a day. She is 
close to her father as well, and likes to turn up at his book events (Lord 
Spencer is a published historian) without warning and heckle him with 
all the questions she knows he hates answering. Amazingly, just as her 
mother’s struggles with addiction and body image have morphed into 
something healthy in Kitty, likewise Lord Spencer has not burdened 
his daughter with a phobia of romantic commitment. 

‘I’m very sentimental. I’ve only had a couple of boyfriends and they 
are still two of my best friends. I think good people are hard to find, 
and opening up to someone completely is a hard thing to do, so even if 
things don’t work romantically, you should still see the benefit of 
having a good soul in your life who knows you.’ Kitty isn’t with anyone 
significant at the moment, and is in no hurry to get married (although 


when she does, it will be at Althorp: ‘It would be very classical, I would 
make sure my wedding was spectacular’). She sees her 20s as the perfect 
moment to concentrate on herself and her ambitions. Her long-term 
plan is to launch her own luxury brand, and she is represented by 
Storm as a model, but currently most of her time is taken up with her 
work for the charity Give Us Time, which was set up by Dr Liam Fox, 
the Conservative MP and former secretary of state for defence, three 
years ago. The charity organises holidays for soldiers who are struggling 
to reconnect with their families following active service, and Kitty is 
deeply involved, visiting barracks in places like Hereford and 
Woolwich, talking to welfare officers to find out who needs help and 
persuading hotel chains and timeshare companies to offer 
accommodation for free, as well as putting on a gown and attending 
parties, making speeches and trying to raise awareness. Her first public 
speech was in October 2014, to a room full of senior military figures 
and George Osborne. ‘I stood up and my knees were knocking and I 
thought, “I actually don’t know how to do this!” So the first thing I said 
was, “Sorry, my knees are knocking and this is my first public speech!” 
And then I just kept talking, and I was fine.’ continued on page 254

She sold over 500 million raunchy books, she 
shagged Marlon Brando, she was 
the naughty girl from Regent's Park who 
invented the Eighties bonkbuster. 
Jackie Collins was like a character of her 
own creating, and we loved her. 

In the final interview before her death, 
she told Annabel Rivkin what she 
wanted to be remembered for... 


If you are a woman between 30 and 45, then it is probable that your 
sex education happened, not in a school biology lab, but between the 
red-hot pages of a Jackie Collins blockbuster. Yes, there was Shirley 
Conran’s frankly faultless Lace, with what might be the best line in the 
history of literature - ‘Which one of you bitches is my mother?’ True, 
there were Jilly Cooper’s punningly genius and warm-hearted horse- 
centric bonkbusters. But Jackie? Well, Jackie took the genre by the balls. 
Jackie, with her raunchily moralistic take on the bad guys getting it 
(and the good guys getting even more of it), built a one-woman empire 
on ball-breaking, ball-licking and just good old-fashioned balling. 

Thirty-two New York Times Best Sellers. A fortune (vastly 
overestimated according to her) of £60 million. Mini-series. Movies. 
Cheesy, but hey... There was a time - younger readers should know 
- when Jackie Collins and her elder sister Joan bestrode the Atlantic 
like two gorgeously painted cultural behemoths. Jackie wrote sex. Joan 
acted sex. The Kardashians have nothing, I mean nothing, on these 
two in the glamour stakes. Elizabeth Taylor had gone all Larry Fortensky, 
so Joan was absolutely it. And no woman had ever consistently 
written such bravely, shamelessly shimmery filth until Jackie wielded 
her tumescently throbbing pen. Oh God, it was bliss. 

And then, in September, quite out of nowhere, it seemed, she died, 
aged 77. She was just gone. And it was particularly strange because it 
was one week after she’d been in London on an aggressive promotional 
tour for her latest book. She died from breast cancer exactly nine days 
after she had been sitting opposite me on a sofa in a hotel suite, 
appearing neither sick nor drugged, nor in pain. Talking clearly and 
confidently about the future. Looking thin - very thin - but not fragile.

‘How come you are so slim?’ I asked. ‘Slimmer than ever before?’ 

‘Oh, I don’t know,’ she replied, ‘I think I eat well. I eat what I want. 
Joan came to tea on Sunday and we had the sandwiches, we had the 
scones, we had the cream. I love cakes.’ 

This was her final face-to-face interview. And we talked about 
sex a lot. Not death. Fucking. ‘And when to say fuck it! You learn that 
as you get older.’ And, oh, how I respect her for the air of complete 
relaxation and contentment around her, even, reports would suggest, 
as she was meeting members of her family to finally tell them about her 
condition and its imminent conclusion. A condition kept secret for 
six and a half happy, productive Hollywood years. The last chapter in 
her Hollywood story. 

And it’s a raunchy story, the one she lived - as are the ones she wrote. 
Her (endless) sex scenes (wow, those characters have unquenchable 
libidos) may seem common or garden now, but in 1968? Deplorable. 
Deviant. Disgusting. And from a woman! Well, she was clearly no lady. 

Having met this mellifluously generous author, I would beg to 
differ, but the question remains - how did Joan Collins’s baby sister, 
a middle-class girl from Regent’s Park, know her way around the 
literary... anatomy? ‘Joan was the goodie-goodie,’ clarified Jackie. 

‘I was the bad little girl. And she was in Hollywood by the time I was 
thrown out of school.’ The powers that were at Francis Holland 
School took a dim view of her jumping out of the window to go 
and lurk in Leicester Square. But the nail in her educational coffin 
came when she pointed at the resident school flasher’s part and 
hooted, ‘Cold day, isn’t it?’ 

Jackie and Joan’s father, Joseph, a South African theatrical agent 
was not an evolved or encouraging type. He told Joan that she’d be 
washed up at 23. ‘You’re old enough and ugly enough’ was his 
standard retort to any question that Jackie asked. ‘I can’t read that!’ 
said Joseph when The World Is Full of Married Men was published in 
1968. ‘I can’t read that language from my daughter. It’s disgusting.’ 

It was banned in Australia. People took out full-page adverts to 
voice their umbrage. ‘Miss Collins,’ said Barbara Cartland on Terry 
Wogan’s BBC1 chatshow in 1987, ‘you are responsible for all 
the perverts in England.’ To which Jackie purred, ‘Oh, thank you.’ 

Feline. Softer than Joan, who possesses a real sense of danger. 

Spikes. Jackie was one of those good-natured naughty girls who just 
did her own thing. Commissioned her own Hollywood pile, which 
she called ‘the house that Hollywood Wives [the book that made 
her name and cemented her following] built. I live my life like a man 
now. I finally have my freedom and I love it. I have a man for every 
occasion: if I want to go dancing, if I want to go to dinner, if I want 
to go do karaoke - but I don’t want anyone moving in. I might have 
a one-nighter here or there, who knows? If I feel like it.’ 

One of her first boyfriends when she decamped from London as 
a teenager to stay with Joan in Hollywood was Marlon Brando, ‘the 
most beautiful man I have ever seen. It wasn’t a long thing - he had 
a girlfriend and I had a million boyfriends - but it was, oh, interesting.’ 
LONGING to know what Marlon Brando was like in bed. Aren’t 
we all? Come on Jackie... ‘Well, I’ll tell you,’ said Jackie. YAY! ‘In my 
autobiography, which I’m writing next year.’ Please let it be written 
down somewhere. 

Jackie’s rebellion wasn’t about shoplifting and drinking, it was about 
‘climbing out of the window and picking up guys’. Marlon was an 
aberration. ‘I dated a lot of guys, but not a lot of movie stars. Actors on 
the periphery, maybe. I liked the wild ones. Guys that lifted weights. 
Guys who owned car lots, so I could get a cheap car.’ Jackie! 

Actually, she was married, to schmutter entrepreneur Wallace Austin, 
by the time she was 23. They had one daughter, Tracy, but he became 
a speed addict and they divorced in 1964. Not long afterwards, nightclub 
impresario Oscar Lerman spotted her picture continued on page 254

May Balls are one of the oldest scholarly 
traditions in the world. The very first was held 
at Peterhouse, Cambridge, to celebrate the 
putting down of the 1381 Peasants’ Revolt. 


The toast was ‘A bas les sans-culottes\’ And 
if all that may not, technically, be 100 per 
cent true, it might as well be. 

If student life, for those not actually 
members of the Bullingdon Club, consists 
largely of eating Tesco Value products and 
moaning about hegemony, the May Ball 
at your Oxford or Cambridge college is a 
grand opportunity to pretend that you are 
living in a satire-free Evelyn Waugh novel. It 
can also throw things into relief. One friend 
of mine, a teenage bride, recalls wearing her 
wedding dress to the Emmanuel College 
ball and winning a coconut that she later 
lost on a punt; the following year, she was a 
single mother living on benefits in Preston. 

There’s a vague hierarchy in these things. 
Grander colleges tend to have grander balls 


- Trinity and Peterhouse in Cambridge, 
Christ Church and Magdalen in Oxford. The 
grandest come round only every four years or 
so, though both universities host various 
diffusion-line summer events for elitists-lite 
wanting a bit of frolic where the tickets don’t 
cost north of £200. 

Most of the money goes on hiring famous 
bands. People still drone on about the time 
the Rolling Stones played a May Ball - the 
modern-day equivalent perhaps being when 
revellers at Magdalen’s 2006 shindig got 
Pharrell Williams (Anna Wintour’s son was 
then an undergraduate there and Pharrell 
apparently owed her a favour). 

The real form of entertainment at May 
Balls, though, is failed gatecrashing. Students 
of Corbynite sensibilities who reject the whole 
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Kellogg College, Oxford • 20 June 2015, 9pm • Theme: Around the World in 25 Years 

‘Kellogg is one of the graduate institutions, so they take a slightly more mature approach. Well, having said that, 
I should mention that the hit of the night is Twistina — the amazing balloon lady — and her creations. ’ 


celebration of privilege and tradition that 
the May Balls represent, yet who very much 
fancy the idea of getting hosed on free 
champagne and trying to get off with some 
girls dressed in (or called) taffeta, will try 
to Stick It To The Man by freeloading off 
the back of paying guests. 

Typical seldom-successful gambits include 
but are not limited to: swapping or forging 
wristbands; showing up at the entrance with a 
glass of fizz and walking in in the hope people 
will think you’ve been inside already; hiring a 
frogman’s outfit and swimming underwater in 
full black tie before emerging nonchalantly 
from the Cam onto the college lawn; and 
living under a bench in the college grounds 
for the six months prior to the ball, eating 
Tracker bars and weeing into a milk bottle. 


One veteran reports the sadistic relish his 
college porters took in letting people hide in 
trees for many hours and imagine themselves 
unnoticed, before hoofing them out a few 
minutes before the ball started. Another, 
more encouragingly, reports that two serial 
gatecrashers dressed as a pantomime horse 
were routinely successful and ‘last seen 
cantering through Magdalen’s side gate’. 

When I was at Oxford, my college’s 
May Ball was a source of great panic and 
anxiety. You knew that you’d have only one 
during your time there, and it had to be 
perfect, and so you bought a double 
ticket with the person you had lost your 
heart to in, for instance, the first term. With 
whom, by the time the damn thing came 
round, you were on non-speakers. Then 


you drunkenly angry-snogged someone 
else at the event, were hideously sick on 
the dodgems, burned your hand on some 
boiling soup and recovered consciousness, 
unimaginably stained, on the floor of a tent 
where Shed Seven (remember them?) were 
playing their grand finale and you were 
the only audience member. For example.

me* 
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etters in white paint are sprayed 
across a university campus 
pavement: ‘GCHQ’, they read - 
which means ‘Government 
Communications Headquarters’, a 
bastion of British intelligence. 

Rachel stands there for a moment, 

J absorbing the logo and the 

recruitment URL at her feet. She’s a 
science student in her final year. It’s 
never occurred to her to become a 
spy. But she’s intrigued: the stunt is ‘quirky’. When it begins to 
drizzle, the words run. As rain persists, the advert quickly 
becomes illegible. 

‘Clean graffiti,’ explains a GCHQ spokesman. ‘It washes 
away.’ Just like the invisible ink of the old days, then. Except 
that this is a very modern ‘tap on the shoulder’ designed to 
lure a new generation of spies into an increasingly complex 
world of espionage. 

And spying has never felt more relevant. Andrew Parker, 
director general of MI5, says that the risk of terrorism is at its 
highest since the 9/11 attacks in America, and that advances 
in encryption technology have been so rapid that the spies in 
our three intelligence agencies - MI5 (the Security Service), 
MI6 (the Secret Intelligence Service) and GCHQ - risk 
being in the dark against their enemies. Social-media 
and tech giants have an ‘ethical responsibility’, Parker says, 
to help spies in a world where the ‘shape’ of the threat is 
constantly changing. 

Espionage is having a revival in fiction too. John le Carre, 
author of Tinker, Tailor, Soldier, Spy and The Constant 
Gardener, is clattering towards the end of his next thriller. 
Frederick Forsyth, author of The Day of the Jackal and The 
Odessa File , has revealed that he was once an MI6 agent 
himself. And James Bond has stormed back onto our screens 
in a burst of thundering pyrotechnics, draped in women and 
issuing a hail of bad one-liners and smouldering eye-locks. 
Parker says he loves Bond because MI5 is nothing like Bond. 
It’s full of ‘ordinary people’, he says, echoing former GCHQ 
chief Sir Iain Lobban, who called his staff ‘normal’ in his 
valedictory speech in October 2014. 

But who are they? How are they recruited? What are the 
tricks of modern spycraft, and how are they deployed in this 
post-Cold War age, where the nebulous threats are as much 
online as on the street? How do these agencies compare to the 
stereotypes of fiction - is MI6 stuffed with poshos, GCHQ 
with geeks and MI5 with technocrats who - according to one 
former recruit - ‘look like extras from The BiU’i 
‘Certainly the impression is that the three intelligence 
services recruit very different people,’ says Gordon Corera, the 
BBC’s security correspondent and author of Intercept: The 
Secret History of Computers and Spies and MI6: Life and Death 
in the British Secret Service. ‘MI6 is still perceived as being quite 
posh. They are less Oxbridgey now, but to some extent you get 
these self-replicating cultures.’ Officially, MI6 rejects any 
whiff of classism and the idea that its operation is a bit ‘Tinker, 
Tailor, Soldier, Toff’. ‘The ideal candidate is probably not 
the obvious candidate,’ recruiters insist. ‘Contrary to some 
people’s perceptions, there is not an MI6 type.’ 

Charles Cumming, spy writer and author of A Colder War 
- who was himself approached by MI6 in the late Nineties - 
agrees with Corera. ‘Spying is a relationship business: there 


may be an institutional feeling that people who have been 
to public schools are better in a room, better at relationships, 
more charming... [that] they’re plausible.’ The Foreign Office, 
he adds, ‘has a tradition of drooling over Old Etonians and 
public-school boys’. 

Cummings own recruitment was textbook. The tap on 
the shoulder came through a friend of his parents’, who’d 
been for dinner and then, a few days later, ‘bumped into’ 
Cummings mother in Waitrose. The friend inquired as to 
whether Cumming, Eton-educated with a first-class degree in 
English, would be interested in the Foreign Office. After an 
interview in Whitehall, Cumming waited on a bench in Hyde 
Park to tell his girlfriend the news. He’d met an MI6 officer, he 
said, who asked the immortal words: ‘Have you ever thought 
of working for the Secret Intelligence Service?’ (To which his less 
drama-minded girlfriend replied: ‘Couldn’t you have told me 
later? I’ve come out of work on my lunch break and it’s raining.’ 

More interviews and exams followed, some ‘difficult’, says 
Cumming: ‘Lots of IQ-type questions, lots of essays, lots of 
information that you had to read quickly and collate and write 
reports on. There were batteries of interviews with ex-spies 
and serving spies [and] psychologists. I was far too young [at 
24] . Not ready for the job.’ 

MI6 also tests leadership skills and teamwork, and the 
whole process, says Cumming, ‘is like The X Factor. They 
whittle you down to five or six from 30.’ Today, most of 
those 30 would be recruited through the open-application 
system on the MI6 website - though Cumming believes that 
people still get the ‘tap’. ‘If you’re an MI6 officer and you 
meet someone in public service, in the military or in a private 
capacity and you think he or she might make a good spy, then 
there’s nothing to stop you recommending them.’ 

While MI5 and MI6 still use ‘human intelligence’ or 
infiltration, recruiters today are looking for a lot more than 
a suave manner and a classics degree. ‘MI6 now expects 
its officers to understand data and technology,’ says Corera. 
‘They don’t need a maths degree necessarily, but it’s not just 
about being a people person.’ 

Alex Younger, head ofMI6, touched on this earlier in the 
year when he talked about being in a ‘technological arms 
race’. Islamists are targeting our intelligence agencies, he said. 
Legal constraints mean the intelligence agencies are struggling 
to stay on top of the game. Spies naturally want to penetrate 
organisations like ISIS and to do so they need access to all 
areas of the web. But ever since ex-CLA whistleblower Edward 
Snowden exposed how much data these agencies harvested 
from the internet, the public wants greater encryption 
protection to stop anyone rifling through their personal files. 

What Younger didn’t say, but is true, is that other 
governments - such as those of Russia and China - are also 
hacking away, but without the same constraints. When 
George Osborne went on an economic mission to China in 
September, for example, he and his entourage were ordered to 
leave their smartphones at home. They were issued with ‘clean’ 
BlackBerrys that had no access to UK government computers. 

Corera believes this is standard practice. ‘A lot of diplomats 
and businessmen don’t take smartphones to certain countries 
precisely because they know their contacts and emails will 
be vulnerable. There’s a phrase I’ve heard someone in MI6 use: 
“going medieval” - in other words, abandoning technology. 
But spies need to maintain patterns of behaviour - if they “go 
medieval”, someone still needs to keep up their usual D> 
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<1 routine, if that’s Facebook, Twitter and so 
on, to avoid raising suspicion.’ 

The age-old adage about ‘hiding in plain 
sight’ has never been as true as it is in the age 
of social media. Being invisible means being 
completely visible: partner, children, opinions, 
education, employment. ‘MI6 even tested 
this,’ says Corera. ‘They wanted to find out 
how long it would take for an MI6 officer 
with no social-media profile to go undercover 
in a country and survive a suspicious local spy 
service. The answer: about a minute. They 
researched them on Google and realised: “Hang 
on - this person has no history, no cover. He’s 
a spy.” Can you imagine a 30-year-old with no 
media profile?’ And so they invent profiles, not 
unlike the practice of ‘dead doubles’ - using 
dead children’s identities - in the Cold War. 

Although MI5 still does 2 4/7 surveillance 
on foot when necessary, tracking someone

electronically, digitally or through their mobile 
can be more efficient and effective (one ISIS 
fighter made it too easy by leaving on his GEO 
location tag while tweeting from Syria). 

‘We all leave a digital exhaust,’ says Corera. 
‘With the right tools, it’s easy to follow 
someone. That’s what MI5 and GCHQhave 
become very good at: looking at what kind of 
pattern of online activity a jihadist has. What 
kind of websites he browses, what kind of 
encryption technology he uses to communicate. 
That’s the real frontline with intelligence work 
right now.’ 

GCHQ is responsible for safeguarding 
British government and business from 
penetration (and also for tracking criminal 


gangs and child molesters through the dark 
web: ‘The plotters, the proliferators and 
the paedophiles,’ as Sir Iain Lobban puts it). 
The agency - the largest of the three - is 
currently going through a huge restructuring, 
shifting focus from mass data collection 
to codebreaking. 

Sinclair McKay, author of The Secret Lives of 
Codebreakers (and a forthcoming book on 
GCHQ), argues that in this way modern spying 
has come full circle. ‘The spying aristocracy 
are the codebreakers,’ he says. ‘Today, it’s 
all about computers: Alan Turing and the 
codebreakers at Bletchley invented computers. 
And a lot of what they did in the immediate 
post-war years is still completely classified. 
Obviously, the technology is totally different, 
but the methodology and principles are still 
in use. Bletchley Park-type boffins - characters 
like Dillwyn [“Dilly”] Knox, who famously 
filled his pipe with his sandwich instead 
of tobacco because he was so deep in thought, 
or Turing, who chained his coffee cup to 
the radiator - are prized at GCHQ today.’ 

In this way, he adds, Bond’s new Q 
- played by Ben Whishaw - is closest to his 
non-fiction counterparts, an eccentric computer 
geek in glasses, patterned cardies and wet 
anoraks: ‘He’s a character wholly reminiscent 
of Bletchley.’ 

Rachel, now 23, passed through the 
meandering selection process, the quizzes, the 
logic and reasoning tests, the interviews and 
vetting (which agents describe as ‘intrusive’ 
and involve being grilled on one’s personal life, 
interests and habits), and is now a technical 
analyst in the Doughnut, as GCHQ’s offices 
in Cheltenham are known because of the 
building’s layout. As well as using ‘clean 
graffiti’, Rachel says, GCHQ’s recruiting drive 
deliberately sought out ‘geeks’ at her university 
(‘in the north’ is the only clue she’ll give). 

They planted coffee-cup sleeves in the campus 
cafe that said: ‘The Tech Scene Just Got 
Hotter’ - along with the website address. 

GCHQ also uses radio ads on Spotify, the 
music-streaming service, and pop-up banners 
on websites. For a while, they even placed 
real-time ads on Xbox games such as Splinter 
Cell: Double Agent and Rainbow Six: Vegas 
(which increased activity on the GCHQ careers 
website by a startling 500 per cent). 

Ex-GCHQ chief Sir Iain Lobban has 
described the organisations staff as ‘decent 
human beings’ who shop ‘in Sainsbury’s’, 
watch EastEnders and Spooks and listen ‘to 
Radio 4 and TalkSPORT’. He and others 
at GCHQ highlight the fact that among 
the agency’s 5,300 staff, the number of people 
with ‘neuro-diversity’ (ie, on the autistic 
spectrum, or dyslexic and dyspraxic) is higher 
than the national average. Rachel adds that 
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they come from such different backgrounds 
- linguists, scientists, mathematicians, arts 
students. There doesn’t seem to be just one 
way of getting in.’ 

Like all intelligence agencies, GCHQ has 
academic-liaison officers - agents who, in 
addition to their day job, set up stalls at 
college recruitment fairs. (‘But we can’t tell 
anyone we’re coming,’ says a spokeswoman. 
‘That would be a security risk.’) 

Three years ago, it was reported that 
GCHQ was looking to recruit directly from 
schools and would offer candidates a tailored 
‘degree in spying’ under the Apprentices 
with Intelligence programme, instead of 
a university degree. Currently, GCHQ 
funds maths and computer-science 
PhDs (offering an annual stipend of up to 
£24,500, plus college fees of up to £6,000) 
at selected universities. Areas of special interest 
include ‘randomness in cryptography, 
‘identifying trigger systems for malicious 
software behaviours’ and ‘algebra. 

But how can the state, which spends £ 1 .2bn 
annually on all three agencies, compete with 
the private sector - with tech giants like Google, 
Apple and Facebook, each of which is worth 
hundreds of times that amount? 

Peter Frankopan, a history don at Worcester 
College, Oxford, and author of The Silk Roads: 
A New History of The World, says the sort of 
student who, 10 years ago, might have gone 
into the civil service, ‘now gets hoovered up by 
places like Goldman Sachs. Goldman is the 
new MI6. Why choose MI6 rather than fill 
your boots in the City? Facebook is the new 
GCHQ. As a computer programmer, you can 
go [somewhere like Facebook], work with the 
best of the best and become a millionaire at 
the same time.’ He also argues that the idea of 
serving Queen and Country on a civil servants 
salary cannot hold while the inequality gap 
widens in Britain. ‘It’s now about serving your 
family, your kids,’ he says. 

Of course, there’s another issue: job 
satisfaction. Working for the intelligence 
agencies means never talking about your work, 
and often lying about what you do. As the 
success of these agencies is measured by what 
doesn’t happen, it’s hard to evaluate spies on 
the outside. The number or scale of the plots 
they foil is not publicised. And that’s a barrier 
for recruitment too. ‘The choice between 
revelling in the spoils of your work, in terms of 
universal praise, financial reward and tangible 
achievement, and saying nothing at all, is 
difficult,’ says Frankopan. 

‘Spying has changed a lot,’ says Corera, ‘and 
it’s only the start of how much it will change. 
But there’s a bit that will always come down 
to two people in a hotel room, one trying to 
persuade the other to give up secrets.’ □

The 
drunken, seductive, Westminster- and 
Cambridge-educated Philby was in fact a 
double agent and became one of the worst 
traitors Britain has known, sending countless 
agents to their deaths, feeding his Soviet masters 
crucial information and enabling fellow double 
agents to escape to Moscow - where he himself 
ended up, reading cricket reports in the Times, 
spreading Oxford marmalade on his toast and 
completely unrepentant.

- in MI6 was Nicholas Elliott, whose father had been 
head master of Eton. In 1944, Elliott 
was interviewed by the head of security. The 
conversation went as follows:

Blunt was also a double agent for Moscow and went 
on to be director of the Courtauld, Surveyor of the 
Queen’s Pictures and a knight - a rank of which he 
was stripped when his treachery was eventually 
made public. He was never prosecuted. Brian Sewell 
- a close friend - wondered why Blunt did what he 
did: ‘The answer to this is Guy Burgess [another 
Cambridge-educated double agent], with whom he 
perhaps never went to bed but who won from him 
undying loyalty - Burgess, at first handsome, charming, 
witty and homosexually amoral, at last a 
drunken yob with the halitosis of a dragon.’

A Christ Church history tutor who 
played hockey and tennis for England 
and toured Canada for the MCC at 40, 
j> T JC Masterman ran the Double Cross 
2“ ' ' System for MI5 during the war, an 

operation that turned every German agent 
in Britain into a double agent working for us. Later 
vice-chancellor of Oxford and provost of Worcester 
College, he broke Establishment ranks 
in 1972 by publishing the first account of the system. 
The then director of MI5 wrote: ‘I consider your 
action disgraceful’; others never spoke to Masterman 
again.

A child of the diplomatic service, 67-year-old 
Sir John Scarlett went to Epsom College and 
Magdalen, Oxford, where he read history and is 
remembered as a youth of ‘formal neatness and 
a bustling walk, reminiscent of the character 
of whom Chaucer wrote, “And yet he always seemed 
busier than he was.’” As head of the Joint Intelligence 
Committee in 2003, he was, the 
Hutton Inquiry into the death of Dr David Kelly 
found, ‘subconsciously influenced’ by Alastair 
Campbell into producing the flawed dossier that 
helped propel the UK into war in Iraq. Then he 
became chief of MI6 and received a knighthood.

he developed the itch to go travelling and set 
off for the Middle East and the Gulf - ‘I fell 
in love with Yemen.’ It inspired him to launch 
a Middle Eastern restaurant and bar chain in 
London called Dish Dash, a throbbing joint 
on Goodge Street and, later, in Balham, but it 
closed in 2004 when Hugh moved home to 
Somerleyton, his parents having downsized to 
a smaller house on the 5,000-acre estate. 

Fortunately, while Hugh was gadding about 
London, he met Lara, an assistant at Sara 
Stewart’s Fine Art Commissions gallery, at a 
private view by the Old Harrovian artist Thomas 
Leveritt. He asked her out the next day. 

‘What’s he like?’ Lara asked a friend, carrying 
out some due diligence on her admirer. 

‘He runs a chain of Lebanese nightclubs,’ 
came the reply.

The house is a clever combination of trad 
(oil portraits, wooden bannisters, carvings 
by Grinling Gibbons) and not-so-trad. 

The exterior - red brick and cream stone - 
is a Victorian shell on a 13th-century manor 
house not unlike Sandringham, 70 miles away 
in Norfolk; the man responsible for the 
Victorian overhaul was Sir Morton Peto, a 
construction tycoon who built railways across 
the world and who, at one time, boasted the 
biggest labour force in the world. But his 
fortune diminished as his spending habits grew 
and, in 1 863, he was forced to flog the house 
to Hugh’s great-great-grandfather, who had 
made his money in carpets. 

Hugh and Lara have spent the past six 
years fusing old and new: there are two stuffed 
polar bears in the entrance hall, relics from 
Hugh’s great-grandfather’s 1897 expedition 
to the Arctic (the party shot 55 polar bears 
in total), and hanging nearby are colourful 
oil canvases of stick people riding horses, 
painted by the contemporary East Anglian 
artist John Kiki. 

The library features the sort of anatomical 
books about plants that haven’t been opened 
for several centuries, or perhaps ever, but 
Lara has put vast modern sofas there too, 
covered in a deep-blue velvet that makes you 
want to curl up and read all about boring old 
Victorian ferns. O 
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<1 This year, 14 bedrooms and bathrooms 
on the third, top floor were also redone. Out 
with lumpy mattresses that pinged in the night; 
in with bright flock wallpapers, new carpets and 
silk light shades. The place can now sleep 32, 
making it a terrifically grand party location. 
‘It’s a second-division house, really,’ sighs Hugh. 
‘It isn’t a Holkham or a Blenheim.’ So they’re 
not concentrating on the bloated wedding 
market. Instead, they want to snare rich 
tourists looking to take over the house for a 
weekend and swan about like toffs themselves, 
while Hugh and Lara decamp to another house 
on the estate. Prices start at £1 5,000, which 
would help plug the gap in the £200,000 it costs 
to run the hall each year. In addition to enjoying 
the house, weekenders can take tea in the 
12 acres of formal gardens, with towering 
conifers dating from the 17th century. Should 
you be after the full Downton , you can also 
have dinner with Hugh and Lara in the dining 
room. ‘The Americans like that in particular. 
They’re, like, “He’s so Hugh Grant!”’ says Lara. 

The couple have thrown some eventful 
parties here themselves. There was the time 
when one guest went looking for more wine 
in the cellar but accidentally found the nozzle 
for the 10,000-litre heating-oil tank instead, 
and emerged upstairs slick with the stuff. 
Another time, a partygoer accidentally pressed 
a panic alarm, but the music was so loud that 
no one heard the approaching sirens. ‘The 
next thing we knew, we had the men in blue 
trying to get something intelligible from 
anyone to discern if they were intruders or 
bona-fide guests,’ says Hugh.

The estates other main source of income 
is a sort of posh CenterParcs called Fritton 
Lake Retreats, launched by Hugh when he 
took over the estate. It consists of 70 wooden 
lodges - some for holiday lets, some for long 
leases - and offers bracing, outdoorsy activities 
(fishing, riding, archery, golf and so on). 

The cabins are dotted around the estate’s lake, 
which Hugh swims in most mornings. 

‘There’s an old Crossley joke that goes, ‘Shall 
we swim to Norfolk after lunch?’, because the 
Norfolk-Suffolk border cuts straight through 
the lake,’ says Lara. 

Much of the land surrounding the house 
used to be paddocks, since Hugh’s parents 
owned so many horses. These days, although 
Hugh gave Lara a pony as a wedding 
present, the paddock fencing has been taken 
down, so now you look out across wild 
parkland with vast oak trees and sheep grazing 
on it. ‘I do sort of wake up in the morning

Do you charge your iPhone next to your bed each night? Find 
yourself pressed up, alarmingly close, against strangers, every 
day, on your morning commute? Take yourself off on holiday 
(finally!) only to spend the week feeling bunged up and snotty 
after being blasted with air-con on the flight there? Yes, yes, and 
yes? Then you need body armour. 

We are not talking about the clanking metal that knights 
of old would have marched around in - dashing and gallant 
though they appeared. Todays body armour is by a brand called 
Arjuna.ag, and it takes the form of slinky camisoles, stretchy eye 
masks and reassuringly sensible knickers. It’s more lightweight 
than you’d expect, softer too - coated with silver ions (molecules 
that are meant to heal and fight infection, thanks to their 
natural ability to attack and break down bacteria). It also helps 
regulate your body temperature (silver allows body heat to 
be evenly distributed throughout the fabric, rather than letting 
it escape). 

Rather incredibly, it is also claimed to shield the wearer 
against electromagnetic radiation; the ions create a sort of ‘cage’, 
so that any energy - like wi-fi signals, radio waves and X-rays - 
that hits it is then scattered around it, instead of being absorbed 
by the body. You don’t have to head to your local space centre 
to get your hands on this lustrous, slippery stuff either. You can 
buy it at Matches (matchesfashion.com). 

So you can snooze with your smartphone under your pillow, 
with the mind band, £88, pulled firmly down over your eyes; 
you can bash away at your keyboard, wearing the computer cuffs, 
£41 , on your wrists. And you can zip your travel sweatshirt, £535, 
right up to your chin when on the plane, safe in the knowledge 
that germs are no match for your silver-plated force field. 

You will also look rather cool. Which is half the battle. FW 
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DO YOU NEVER WANT

Fortunately you are not alone — some very rich geeks are pouring their cash into working out 
how we can all live a lot longer. We’ll drink to that, say Matthew Bell and Katie Thomas 


S o you have £lbn, maybe £10bn, 
and there is nothing you can’t 
buy. Houses, planes, rainforests. 
The trouble is, you’re going to 
die soon. Maybe not for a few 
decades, but on a cosmic 
timescale, it’s not that far off. It’s 
certainly not long enough for you to be able to 
enjoy all this wealth you have accumulated, 
through hedgefunds or tech apps, or whatever 
clever thing it is that you do. 

So you start to think - how can I stop this 
annoying process of ageing? How can I live 
forever? Surely, if I throw enough money at it, 
eternity can be within reach? After all, that’s 
how every other problem in your life gets 
sorted - with a hefty BACS transfer. And sure 
enough, this is the thought process that a few 
young billionaires have been through. Like 
Sergey Brin, the 42-year-old co-founder 


of Google, worth £21 bn. In 2013, Google 
created Calico, short for the California 
Life Company, which focuses on ‘health, 
wellbeing and longevity’. This year it formed 
a partnership with three major labs to fund 
research into age-related diseases, including one 
with Ancestry DNA to explore the genetics of 
the human lifespan. 

It sounds wacky, but ‘death defiance’ has 
become quite an industry - in Silicon Valley, 
at any rate. Scientists and tech-heads are 
approaching death as if it were some fusty old 
concept from the analogue era and are now 
setting about ‘solving’ the problem of ageing. 
In labs all over California, people are eagerly 
beavering away on tests and experiments to 
that end. Take the Palo Alto Longevity Prize, a 
£650,000 award offered by hedgie Joon Yun 
to any genius who can ‘hack the code of life’ 
and end ageing. Thirty teams of scientists have 


taken up the challenge, which has two prongs: 
one, to extend the life of a mouse by 50 per 
cent; two, ‘to restore the homeostatic capacity 
of an ageing reference mammal to that of 
a young adult’. In other words, to rewind 
the ageing process. 

Then there’s Peter Diamandis, the 54-year- 
old Greek-American technology entrepreneur 
behind Human Longevity Inc, a company 
launched last year with the aim of building the 
world’s most comprehensive database on 
human genotypes and phenotypes in order to 
help tackle the diseases associated with ageing- 
related biological decline. They are mostly 
American, these death-defiers, but not 
all: Aubrey de Grey is a brilliant Cambridge 
graduate who has been a prominent figure 
in the ‘biogerontology’ research community 
since the Nineties. He is the chief scientific 
officer at the SENS Research Foundation,

a US-based institution that wants to transform 
the way the world treats age-related diseases. 

It currently employs 26 staff and has a multi- 
million dollar budget. 

All very interesting, but what does this 
mean for the impatient billionaire right now? 
How long do you have to wait to achieve what 
Goldie Hawn and Meryl Streep did in Death 
Becomes Her and drink the elixir of eternal life? 
That’s still a while off, but there is a clinic near 
Harley Street that offers a programme of 
‘health optimisation’, which is the first step in 
fending off potentially life-shortening factors 
before they occur. 

Called Viavi, it styles itself as a ‘private- 
health client-management service’. In other 
words, for £12,000 per year, they will devise 
a programme individually tailored to keeping 
you healthy for as long as possible. They start 
by carrying out a battery of tests to ascertain 
precisely how well your body is functioning, 
and to identify any possible weaknesses or 
areas where you might be liable to disease. The 
tests include blood analysis, urine analysis and 
genomic profiling. 

One of the most important - and advanced 

- tests they perform is to measure the length 
of your pheromones. ‘That tells us exactly 
what your biological age is,’ says Dr Sabine 
Donnai, Viavi’s chief executive. ‘Say you’re 
40. We then find out if your body is that of 
a 40-year-old, or if you are really 32, or 52.’ 
There’s a range of seven or eight tests, like 
DNA analysis and saliva testing for stress 
hormones. Pheromones are particularly 
important. ‘Pheromone levels influence cell 
division and are diversely affected,’ she 
continues. ‘Some factors will be genetic, some 
environmental; some will be stress, or smoking 

- a variety of things that have been going on 
in your life. A lot of them you can influence.’ 

After a detailed consultation and analysis 
of the test results, Viavi’s doctors map out 
the rest of your programme. This is when 
things become completely bespoke. They’ll 
get you to come into the clinic for a full 
day of comprehensive investigations chosen 
specifically for you. These might include 
ultrasounds, MRI scans and tests on 
lung function, arterial elasticity, the spine 
and cognition. Next, your results are 
analysed and a plan is drawn up. For 
example, if you show early signs of heart 
disease, the next 12 months might focus 
on reducing your cholesterol and improving 
your cardiovascular fitness. 

But how do they actually stop ageing? A lot 
of it is down to analysing genetics. ‘Your 
genetics will not determine the speed at which 
you age, but they will determine your 
susceptibility to ageing,’ says Donnai. ‘So 
when we check all our clients, we check

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their DNA first, because what we want 
to know is where it’s going wrong. If you 
know where a chemical reaction is going 
wrong, then you can start compensating 
for that.’ (This is why some people can 
get away with smoking for years, while others 
contract lung cancer from passive smoking.) 
‘Certain chemical reactions take place in some 
people that don’t seem to happen in others. 

If you suffer from a lot of stress, or you do 
a lot of air travel, that also affects you. Your 
DNA determines whether, if those things 
happen, you will accumulate toxins. Those 
toxins will speed up cell division, and if you 
speed up cell division, then you age.’ 

Viavi is all about prevention. By gaining 
control of our health, we are more likely 
to spot disease and illnesses early and thus 
optimise our fight against ageing. Donnai 
agrees that ‘25 per cent of the population 
dies of cardiovascular disease, yet it is 
100 per cent preventable’. 

After your initial consultation, Viavi can 
monitor you wherever you are in the world 
via Skype interviews. Many of their clients 
are Russians and Arabs for whom the 
£12,000 annual fee is a trifle. They do have 
some Londoners among their client base 
(which spans several hundred people), and 
once your first year is up, you can carry on 
with your health management for a reduced 
cost of £7,500. They currently have an 88 per 
cent retention rate. Viavi also offers a lifestyle 
optimisation scheme for people in high-stress 
jobs - such as chef and restaurateur Marcus 
Warning, who swears by it. 

The exciting news is that we are all already 
living longer, and the earlier you start 
‘optimising’ your health, the better. ‘We can’t 
stop the ageing process, but we can slow it 
down,’ says Donnai. ‘Can I promise that 
you will live to 1 50? No. That seems to be the 
cut-off age for the body - the pituitary gland, 
which becomes smaller and does not work 
as well with increasing age, will most likely 
not be able to support life beyond this. But 
that will hopefully change over the next 
100 years.’ (The pituitary is a gland in the 
brain that controls the hormonal system.) 

So, for now, eternal life still isn’t on the 
menu, but longevity is - the chance to 
live to 120, 130 or even 140 and still have 
a life worth living. ‘There are people now 
who will live to that age,’ Donnai says 
confidently. ‘Unless they die from an accident, 
my youngest children, or definitely their 
children, will happily live to 120 in good 
health if they follow a programme from youth 
onwards.’ And by then, who knows what 
miracle cures they will have come up with in 
America. This little planet might suddenly 
seem rather crowded. □

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SUPER BABY! 

Yes, they look cute and can do amusing things with finger food, but babies also have the capacity to 
save lives. Francesca White on why scientists are getting even more excited about stem cells 


I f you have a newborn baby, you undoubtedly think that he or 
she is already rather marvellous. But what you may or may not 
realise is that your baby has the potential to save someone’s life 
- many lives, in fact, including yours. This potential resides in 
the umbilical cord, that knotty grey rope that connects a mother 
to her child. It’s a conduit for nutrients, blood and oxygen, and it’s also 
the home of the stem cell. 

If you skipped advanced biology, here’s a recap. Stem cells are cells 
that are not yet specialised - in other words, they have not been given a 
specific job. Their genetic code is unique to you, but what makes them 
especially clever is their ability to not only create perfect copies of 
themselves, but to morph into one of approximately 200 different 
specialised cell types in your body - like muscle, bone or connective 
tissue. Once they’ve assumed their required guise, they produce new 
cells, effectively replacing tissue that is defective, diseased or dying. It’s 
why stem cells are also known as the building blocks of life. 

You can extract stem cells from bone marrow (taken from the 
hip, it’s an uncomfortable ordeal); adipose tissue (the fat 
discarded after liposuction), dental pulp (found in milk or 
adult teeth) and what’s known as ‘baby blood’ (blood and 
tissue from the umbilical cord at the point of birth). Of 
course, the use of stem cells in medicine isn’t new new. The 
first bone-marrow transplant was recorded in the Fifties, 
and stem cells are now routinely used to treat over 
80 different forms of disease, including leukaemia, 
osteoporosis and anaemia. But their potential is staggering: 
scientists are currently exploring how they could help in the 
treatment of cardiovascular disease (the number one cause 
of death in the UK), liver disease, spinal-cord injury, and 
even re-grow limbs for amputees (though the latter is still 
some way off). What’s more, taking advantage of them is 
astonishingly easy. 

Or rather, it should be. Right now, there are two uses for 
stem cells. The first is allogenic: donating your own stem cells to 
help treat another human (for example, a child with leukaemia); the 
other is autologous: using your own stem cells to treat yourself or 
a blood relative. But while the chances of a direct match with a sibling 
are one in four, matching with a stem-cell donor is trickier - over 
50 per cent of cases never succeed. The problem? The lack of a 
well-stocked, ethnically diverse, public stem-cell ‘bank’. It’s something 
that Precious Cells - a family stem-cell storage facility, set up in 
2008 by husband-and-wife team Dr Husein and Dr Nisreen Salem - 
is trying to tackle. 

Their first product, Precious Cells BioBank, was created to handle 
the private storage of your (or, more likely, your baby’s) stem cells for up 
to 30 years - think of it as a form of life insurance. It’s a straightforward 
process: shortly after your baby is born and the umbilical cord has been 
cut, it’s whisked away to one of two storage facilities (sort of like a Big 
Yellow Self Storage, but for cord blood) where the stem cells 
are extracted. These are then transferred to an aluminium 
capsule with a unique barcode and popped in a cryogenic 
canister at minus 195°C, until the time comes to thaw 
them and put them to use. It’s a clever concept, but it will 
cost you: a one-off payment of £2,250. 


Which is where Precious Cells Miracle comes in. If you opt not to 
keep your baby’s cord, you can donate it. In layman’s terms, one 
umbilical cord provides one unit of cord blood - which, generally 
speaking, yields enough stem cells for one transplant for a child or 
small adult. Donating your baby’s cord means that you won’t have 
access to your offspring’s own stem cells; however, if donation became 
commonplace, a well-stocked cord-blood bank would swiftly follow 
— making the process of finding an exact donor match far more likely. 
It’s essentially a blood registry, but for stem cells: it’s not a service 
reserved exclusively for the well off — it’s for everyone. 

Such banks do already exist: The NHS Cord Blood Bank was set up 
in 1996, and currently has 18,000 units of cord blood at its disposal. 
But it’s not enough - other European countries, such as Germany, 
Switzerland and Belgium, far outstrip the UK in terms of stem cells 
amassed. Evidently, we need more banks. Quality control has also come 
under scrutiny. ‘Simple, effective removal of dead or dying cells 
floating around in the suspension [the liquid from which stem 
cells are extracted], including those “marked to die”, is crucial,’ 
says Athol Haas, whose company, Pharmacells, was acquired 
by Precious Cells in 2014 and is responsible for developing 
the technology that ensures stem-cell health before storage. 
‘You can’t have high-quality therapies that will succeed 
in treating patients unless you have a high quality of cell.’ 

That’s not to say that Precious Cells doesn’t support 
other public banks — far from it: the more samples the UK 
can bank, the more chance a patient has of finding a 
genetic match, and the more lives can be saved. It’s why 
they’ve joined forces with various NFiS trusts and 
foundations. The result is that Precious Cells Miracle is 
now available in four public hospitals around the UK, with 
two more scheduled to open imminently. (The NHS Cord 
Blood Bank is available in a further six.) Croydon was the first 
maternity ward to sign up to Precious Cells Miracle: ‘When 
mothers on that ward were asked if they wanted to donate their 
baby’s cord for the greater good, 65 per cent said yes,’ says Haas. 
‘They want to think that their baby has made a difference.’ 

And it can: providing that the UK target - to have 30,000 cord- 
blood units sitting in a national bank by 2018 - is met. (In 2010, the 
UK Stem Cell Strategic Forum set a target to build a public inventory 
of at least 50,000 cord-blood units - the number required for a 
self-sufficient bank. This was amended this year when it became clear 
that demand was some way off being met). Yet current NHS figures 
suggest that we are still some 12,000 units short of the initial target. 

It’s another reason why Precious Cells Miracle wants to help. 

In spite of this shortage, the future looks bright for cord blood, with 
scientists now claiming there’s a one in three chance that our current 
generation of babies will use their own stem cells in a transplant. Still 
not convinced? Consider this: there are currently 1,800 people waiting 
for a stem-cell transplant in the UK - and despite figures stating 
approximately 800,000 births per year, a staggering 688,000 units of 
cord blood are still being thrown away by maternity wards as biological 
waste. When it comes to umbilical cords, there’s no reason not to use 
them,’ says Haas. ‘If you don’t harness these stem cells, they go up in 
smoke. It’s a huge waste. And it has to change.’ □

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blues, with pretty seascapes on the wall. After settling in, 
eating all the complimentary cookies and collecting 
shells in our shoes (you’re yards from the beach - it’s 
basically your garden), we saddled up. 

In sunshine, the island is mesmerising - a peacock of 
a place, brazenly flaunting its blonde sands and 
Seychelles-style sea. Our 13-year-old actually stopped 
cycling as we turned a corner onto a bay, staring in 
disbelief at the tropical palette. I mean, this is Cornwall... 

Deserted coves were ours for the taking. The water’s 
cold (only the bold swim sans wetsuit), but kids don’t 
care. The hours passed quickly; it’s amazing what 
four children can do - and catch - with two buckets 
and some lolly sticks. The husband snoozed. Harmony. 
As we headed back for supper, our six-year-old 
paraded the bounty of his afternoons rock-pooling to 
passers-by. There’s a ‘what’s in your bucket?’ intimacy 
here; often you’re sharing an otherwise empty beach. 
And there’s camaraderie among cyclists - everyone 
exchanges cheerful Famous Five-style ‘hullos’ as 
they whizz by. 

Supper was at the stylish New Inn. Here, they 
anticipated the appetite that sea air imparts to a growing 
10-year-old boy, and catered accordingly. We refuelled 
on fresh battered fish and crab claws, followed by 
massive dollops of Troytown ice cream in chilli 
chocolate and rose geranium flavours (homemade on 
nearby St Agnes). Replete, we had just about energy 
enough to roll into PJs and watch the setting sun 
and ebbing tide. 

Days passed in similar blissful fashion. An exhilarating 
afternoon of kayaking and paddleboarding at the 
island’s excellent sailing centre (sailingscilly.com), 
which also runs learn-to-sail and windsurfing courses. 
(Paddleboarding, though, is ‘the great leveller’, my 
husband declared afterwards, while Googling ‘Surfer’s 
Ear’.) A trip to Abbey Garden, Tresco’s 200-year-old 
centrepiece, was a great success. Rare plants from hot 
climates thrive here. The kids found hide-and-seek 
heaven among the ‘freaky-massive trees’ and ‘weird giant 
triffids’. The collection of figureheads saved from local 
shipwrecks brought out everyone’s ghoulish streak. 


Messing around on bikes, boats and 
battlements — Linda Bird has a very Scilly time 


I t’s amazing what treasures you can find in your 
own backyard. Take the Isles of Scilly, a cluster 
of beautiful islands 28 miles off the coast of 
Cornwall. The postcards look like the tropics - white 
sand, turquoise sea, exotic flora thanks to its balmy 
microclimate. Sheer unspoiled loveliness; tranquillity 
you want to bottle. 

Royals and glitterati love it. You can’t blame them; 
there are no hoi polloi. Rumour has it that Dame Judi 
Dench is a fan, and Jude Law and Blur’s Alex James are 
said to bring their children here for hearty Swallows and 
Amazons adventures. But no one will confirm. Too discreet. 

Tresco, a hop in an eight-seater plane from Land’s 
End, ticks just about every box on a parent’s Perfect 
Beach Holiday checklist. Car free - everyone cycles, and 
the only vehicles are buggies that deliver the shopping/ 
luggage. Virtually zero crime - the hire bikes come 
without locks. Educational - Stone Age settlements, 
post-Armada battlements and WWI hangar history. 
All-day watersports and boat trips to uninhabited 
islands - which can’t fail to wear them out, meaning 
deep sleep plus minimal whining. Huge tick. 

We arrived in glorious weather. Our chic Flying Boat 
cottage was gorgeous in shades of lavender and soft

The island shop is a scream. It’s been dubbed 
Fortnum-on-Sea but is closer to fabulous 
Partridges in Chelsea - that cornershop-cum- 
iiber-deli vibe. Judging by the trolleys, essentials’ 
includes Moet, beef Wellington, Heinz beans and 
yesterday’s Daily Telegraph. 

The Dorrien-Smith family, who have leased 
the Scillies from the Duchy of Cornwall for 
generations, have achieved the unachievable here 
- retaining the green, traffic-free eco-credentials 
while smuggling in the all-mod-con luxury 
and technical wizardry that smart Tresco-goers 
expect. They’re at the coalface too. (We met son 
Tristan - young, blond, dreamy, learning the ropes 
on a taxi-boat summer job, sharing the love, 
wowing the girls). 

Holiday highlights? Ruined battlements, stories about 
WWI pilots and swashbuckling pirates, 30 flavours of 
ice cream. Dead jellyfish. That’s right - when you are 
six, nothing beats collecting them, except perhaps a boat 
trip to find seals and puffins. Loads of the little guys, 
close as you like. An excursion not popular with 
everyone, particularly in wind and rain. The boat rocked 
violently. Some fellow passengers parted company with 
their breakfast. ‘Focus on the ho-ri-zon,’ my husband 
advised everyone repeatedly, in a clear voice. (He does 
like to be helpful.) 

My rejuvenating Ila facial in the tiny but beautiful 
spa was bliss. Over 90 minutes of child-free wafting 
in the scent of Himalayan flowers. I reckon I emerged 
looking about 24. Fitting, then, to dine at the Ruin 
Beach Cafe, a funky waterfront restaurant with long 
bleached wood tables and walls encrusted with shells. 
Nothing Joyce Grenfell about this place; it’s Tresco 
at its coolest. Lively twentysomethings served our 
children elderflower mocktails and crab linguine, and 
played their George Ezra requests, while my husband 
and I ate a deux at a neighbouring table. 

Even the rain and fog didn’t dampen spirits. Moby 
Dick- style bells rang eerily through the mist, waves 
roared in the sea beyond - mournful, slightly menacing. 
No wonder they do a great line in hot chocolate. 

Oh, and the rain ponchos in the island shop come in 
near-Jack Wills pink... teen joy. 

OK, poor weather meant our flights home were 
cancelled. But they put everyone up gratis overnight 
and booked us onto the Penzance boat instead. All 
part of the adventure. Besides, sometimes tropical skies 
just don’t work. At the Hell Bay Hotel on the nearby 
island of Bryher we ate a spectacular lunch of crab pate 
and fish stew before climbing to the highest cliffpoint. 
Black clouds overhead, we perched in blustery drizzle, 
six abreast on a granite ledge, and peered down at Hell 
Bay, the site of countless shipwrecks, vast waves crashing 
on savage rocks. Front-row seats, and what a drama. 

All in our own backyard. Terrific.

Firepits and frogs, tortoises and tagines — Morocco works 
its magic on Gavanndra Hodge and her family 


C hildhood memories, the really vivid ones, the 
ones you can reach out across the years and 
touch, are made on holiday. Which is why 
going away with your children feels like such a special 
responsibility - you want them to experience 
somewhere extraordinary, you want to give them 
memories that they will hold on to forever. 

It was already evening when we landed in Morocco, 
the air warm and spicy. Donkeys pulled carts alongside 
our cab on the short drive to Marrakesh’s medina, its 
mud and straw walls glowing a soft pink. The cab 
deposited us in a narrow street - more donkeys, men 
with their djellaba hoods up whizzing by on motorbikes, 
stalls where who knows what sort of meat was being 
charred on an open fire - and my girls’ eyes were wide in 
their little faces. Morocco is only three hours away from 
London, but for them it felt like a different universe. 

Our hotel, the Riad Farnatchi, was down a deserted 
and slightly sinister back alley, behind an unassuming 
brown door, on the other side of which was a 
jewel-like interior of greens and blues and golds, 
with a pool and a fountain, intricate wooden nV-fN 
balconies and carved marble panels, and no one 
seemed to mind as Hebe, six, and Minna, three, 
scooted about with excited whoops. We washed 
them in the massive gold-coloured bath and they 
slept through the call to prayer at 5am, but were up at 
seven for thick sweetened yoghurt, fresh strawberries, 
pancakes and hot chocolate in front of a crackling fire. 

Our guide for the day was Abdel, who was born close 
to Riad Farnatchi, and our first stop was the hammam 
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MOTORWAY. BELOW , 
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things are actually made. Metalworkers wore sunglasses 
while wielding blowtorches, sparks flying, stray cats idly 
watching; fringes of bright wool hung from the ceilings 
in the dyers’ quarter; there were stalls of spices, leather, 
wood, carts piled with oranges, chameleons in cages. 

The children were silent and watchful, taking it all in. 

The Musee de Marrakesh was more tranquil, housed 
in a restored 1 9th-century palace, with a vast, intricately 
tiled courtyard. Elite Moroccan women were expected 
to leave their home only twice in their lives — when they 
married and when they died. Their entire existence was 
contained within these walls, the fountains and citrus 
trees bringing the outside world inside. My girls ran 
around the fountain, admired bejewelled ceremonial 
daggers and hid behind elaborate screens intended for 
girls required to have more modesty than they. 

The February weather was cool but sunny, perfect for 
little humans, and perfect for a visit to the Majorelle 
gardens, all blue and yellow, with bamboo groves and 
plump cactuses, created by the artist Jacques Majorelle, 
later bought by Yves Saint Laurent, and now with a cafe 
serving chicken nuggets and frothy apple milkshakes 
that gave the children the energy for an early evening 
ramble about Marrakesh’s wide central square, Djemaa 
El-Fna. My husband and I had both read Hideous Kinky, 
Esther Freud’s fictionalisation of her childhood in 
Marrakesh, in which she and her sister spend much of 
their time in the square, and the place did not seem to 
have changed. There were stalls selling cooked snails, 
monkeys on chains, a man holding a tatty hawk 
with a tortoise and a hedgehog eating a lettuce 
at his feet, bored-looking snake charmers - it 
was all action and sound and smells, and it seemed 
extraordinary that so much new sensation could 
be packed into two small brains in one day. 

The next morning we drove out to the Atlas 
Mountains, another world again. We passed 
through Imlil, a sort of Berber Chamonix, with 
shops selling crampons and woolly jerkins, and 
went on a short, child-friendly walk in the foothills, past 
cherry trees and walnut trees, a river rushing over 
volcanic boulders, snow on the ground, to a little Berber 
village where chickens wandered about and two small 
children wanted to touch Minna’s hair because it was so 
blonde. We had lunch in a restaurant just as a fine snow 
began to fall - chips and tagines and mashed courgettes 
served by a man with brown stumps for teeth, eaten on 
low sofas that the girls jumped between. There was 
chocolate cake and the sweet, overstewed mint tea that 


Moroccans seem to live on, and we could have stayed 
much longer, but we were on the move again. 

The girls slept as we drove two hours to the Agafay 
Desert, a spaghetti-western landscape with no 
discernible road, up and down a sandy track, until 
we reached our destination as the sun was setting, 
casting a warm, orange glow on the rippling sand. 

There is no electricity at La Pause, once a stopping- 
off point for desert traders and now a French-run 
retreat, and they were just lighting the firepits and 
lanterns as we arrived, hundreds of little tealights 
guiding us to our chic villa, the mud walls polished 
to a smooth sheen. We ate dinner under a night 
sky sparkling with so many stars it was more white 
than black. 

Breakfast was pain perdu and strawberries 
eaten outside, surrounded by olive trees 
bustling with birds. We explored the adjacent 
riverbed, throwing rocks in pools, the only 
people for miles around, it seemed. We climbed 
a dusty mountain that Flebe named Mount 
Awesome, on top of which she discovered a 
trove of sun-bleached snail shells that she kept 
to show her classmates in London. 

Our final destination was Dar Zemora, a hotel in the 
Palmeraie, just outside Marrakesh - it had a scented 
garden, with trees clustered brightly with grapefruits, 
oranges and tangerines that you could pluck and eat as 
you followed the resident tortoise or played croquet. 

Our villa had its own heated swimming pool, out of which 
it was hard to tempt the children, and inside were honey- 
coloured tadelaktw&Ws, hand-painted by local artists. 

It was the perfect place to end the holiday, after all the 
exoticism of the trip, with cake served at 4pm, and the 
only noise at night the croaking of the huge frog that 
lived outside our room. On the last day we had a caleche 
ride around the palm groves - the driver let Hebe take 
the reins and she delighted in making the horses go 
faster and faster until he had to wrest them back under 
control. He even gave her the reins on the four-lane 
motorway we had to travel along to get back to the hotel, 
which is something neither she, nor I, will ever forget.

S o it’s day two of our trip and we’re on a boat. 

And it’s glorious, of course - glowing turquoise 
water, warm breeze, cocktail in hand. All is good. 
All is very good indeed. But then it gets better, because 
I suddenly realise that this trip is EDUCATIONAL. 
This is unexpected. It’s the fish that does it. A flapping 
grey fish on the end of a line; my six-year-old’s first ever 
catch. She is triumphant, and as she hauls it onto deck 
she yells, ‘Yes! White snapper! Let’s have it for supper!’ 

I’m gobsmacked and the reason is twofold: 1) she can 
identify a species of tropical fish and she’s happy to eat 
it (she’s SIX). And 2) I thought nothing would impress 
her after our arrival on a seaplane, which I found totally 
thrilling (‘It’s a plane! But it lands on the sea! Like a 
boat!’) and she found totally boring (‘Yeah, can I have 
the iPad?’). 

But now it turns out that the Maldives is both 
exciting and educational. It’s not indulgent 
and selfish and lazy, which, let’s be honest, is 
what you were thinking. It’s sort of what I’d been 
thinking too. We’d barely told a soul we were 
even going. The Maldives seemed vaguely 
inappropriate for a family holiday with two 
under-sevens - a bit like saying we were taking 
the kids on a gambling jolly to Vegas. It’s a 
schlepp to get to, and when you’re there it’s just 
beaches and cocktails and honeymooners. Right? 

Well, yes, sort of. But let’s start with the 
beaches. They are not mere beaches; they are the 
sort of beaches that Pixar might create, so 
paradise-perfect you almost expect them to 
pixellate as you approach. Our first stop is Soneva 
Fushi, one of the oldest and most ravishing of 


Maldivian island resorts, and we have a private stretch of 
beach outside our vast rustic-chic villa; sand that looks 
like caster sugar shelving ever so gently into the clearest, 
bluest water I’ve ever seen. 

It’s easy to imagine a frisky couple spending their 
entire stay wallowing in the shallows. But we see no 
couples. We see no one. So we splash and we look and 
we splash some more. The three-year-old chases hermit 
crabs wibbling across the sand. The six-year-old leaps 
through shoals of silvery fish and pokes at bits of 
washed-up coral and builds extravagant sand creations. 

I head out with mask and snorkel to swirls of parrotfish 
and electric-blue surgeonfish, and my eldest wants to as 
well, so I teach her and it takes about two minutes and 
suddenly there she is, floating over the coral reef and 
squealing into her snorkel every time we see something 
exciting, which is all the time. Giant clams! Cuttlefish! 
NEMO FISH! (‘Clownfish, Mummy!’ she shouts 
through her snorkel.) 

We’re learning all sorts of stuff. We’re learning that the 
best way of getting around is by pootling on the bicycles 
left outside our villa, along sandy lanes crisscrossing the 
island, the little one perched happily in a trolley in front 
of me, the eldest wobbling along beneath the palms 
and banyans. We learn that in the soupy heat of the 
tropics one must move sloowwwwllly - slowly from 
vast four-poster to private pool, to enormous daybed 
to hammock, or to lunch in the breezy outdoor 
restaurant, for vast platters of multicoloured fruit and 
barbecued fish and pizza and sushi and about 500 types 
of salad. And a chocolate room, which is a room filled 
entirely with chocolate. We learn about tree frogs 
(loud) and gekkos (cute) and fruit bats (huge, hairy, 
plentiful - there is one that flaps around the treetops in 
our own tropical garden. We name him Bernard). 

We learn about recycling waste and water on an island 
during a ‘backstage’ tour of 
the resort. Sounds yawn, ^ 
but is nothing of the sort; 
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Bernard the 
friendly fruit bat

the time. Which is also sort of miraculous. I should be 
honest now and say that there are a few things I’d rather 
the children didn’t learn. They shouldn’t learn that our 
butler (who is called Saddam Hussein, for real) will 
bring us ice-cream sundaes whenever we wish. Ditto the 
gorgeous Reena at Soneva Fushi, our very own Woman 
Friday who proffers fresh coconuts with straws whenever 
we look a bit hot, which is often. They shouldn’t know 
that there are such things as chocolate rooms and that 
pancakes with maple syrup can be eaten at breakfast 
every day, not just for birthdays, or that tropical fruit is 
anything other than a luxury - ‘I like papaya more than 
pineapple. Mama’ sounds, well, WRONG coming from 
a three-year-old. 

But then some things don’t interest them at all. 

Our departure is via seaplane - I’m once again thrilled; 
they’re once again unimpressed (‘It’s a boat-plane! 

A plane-boat!’ Nothing.) As we climb up and away from 
that glowing turquoise water, they don’t even look out 
at the pearl-like atolls seemingly floating in the sea. 

Until I shout that I can see actual shoals of fish moving 
in the water. The six-year-old glances down. ‘Maybe 
mahi-mahi. Tasty. Can I have the iPad?’ □

seeing a massive charcoal-creating oven in action is all 
kinds of awesome. [Gatecrashing Paradise, by Tom 
Chesshyre, by the way, is what you should read if you 
want to learn about the country away from the resorts, 
which you should.) And about growing lettuces and 
mushrooms in the shady kitchen garden - we scoff fiery 
Sri Lankan curry while the children chase chickens and 
poke around among the tomatoes. We even learn about 
the universe in Soneva’s very own full-blown observatory, 
where the excitable Ali Shameen shows us Jupiter and 
its rings, and my youngest pretends to be just as pleased 
as the rest of us, even though it’s only really the toddle 
over a rope bridge to the telescope that does it for her. 

And then it is time to leave for our next stop, the 
brand new Amilla Fushi, a very different beast with 
stylish treehouses and weirdly space-age white cubes on 
stilts and a groovy stretch of Aussie-cool restaurants, and 
a coral reef RIGHT THERE. So, more snorkelling, and 
more fish, and more cool stuff to discover. Like that 
dolphins love it when humans clap from afar, as we find 
when we head out on another boat, applauding gleefully 
as they suddenly appear, leaping around the bow, which 
is sort of miraculous. And that baby reef sharks are best 
seen from the pier at midday, when they like to cruise 
around the shadows beneath our feet.

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in a magazine and ‘dared to stalk 
me’. Jackie and Oscar, who 
married in 1966, became central 
to late-Sixties London nightlife. 
Not the toffy Annabel’s crowd but 
the showbizzy Tramp tribe and the 
rock ’n’ roll Ad Lib crew. ‘My 
husband created Ad Lib and it was 
the place,’ she said. ‘The Beatles, Eric Clapton. Tramp [another of his 
clubs] was more Shakira and Michael Caine, George Best, all that lot.’ 

The Caines took Jackie under their wing when she and Oscar moved 
to his native Hollywood in the Eighties. They remained her great friends. 
‘I had a fabulous party for Michael Caine a couple of years ago, where 
Scarlett Johansson sang “Happy Birthday”,’ she said. ‘Jack Nicholson 
was there, and A1 Pacino and Hugh Jackman.’ She hung out with Sidney 
and Joanna Poitier, had girls’ dinner dates with Sharon Osbourne, 

Kris Jenner and Melanie Griffith. She became part of the Hollywood 
wallpaper - not exactly on the frontline, but still offering her brand of 
fictional documentation. 

She had two more daughters, Tiffany and Rory, with Oscar, and 
they were married for 26 years, until his death, from cancer, in 1992. 

‘He was a very smart businessman, very settled, perfect for me at that 
time, because I’d always gone for wild boys. He encouraged me to 
write. Nobody had ever encouraged me before.’ The air of American 
opportunity and possibility may also have lubricated her pen. She 
wrote in the car on the school run. She wrote in bed. She wrote while 
cooking the children’s dinner, and nearly 50 years later here we are, 
with the release of The Santangelos, her murder-and-fuck fest of a 
family saga. 

‘Roleplay’ is the advice she offered for a happy marriage. And never 
come out of character. You say to your husband, “Get your mother to 
look after the kids - we’re going to meet at this hotel. At the bar.” You 
meet him. You look different - wear a wig - you have a fantastic time. 
He’s a travelling salesman or whatever and you’re a businesswoman 
stopping over for the night. In the morning you leave before he gets up 
and you never mention it again.’ Speaking from experience? Who knows. 
Broad brushstrokes. So commercial. Sort of compressed. Perhaps by 
illness but, more likely, by decades on junkets. Certainly she was bright- 
eyed and in no rush, despite time being intensely - profoundly - short. 
And she was interested. Of course she was. Such storytellers always are... 

Though thin, nine days before her death, she looked a million 
dollars. She didn’t travel with a ‘glam squad’, but the bouffant (this 
was no chemo wig), shoulder pads and bedroom eye-make-up were 
firmly in evidence. She wore huge triple-hoop diamond earrings, 
an enormous heart-shaped sapphire pendant and the vast pear-cut- 
diamond engagement ring given to her by her late fiance, Frank 
Calcagnini, who died in 1998. After Frank, she designed and bought 
her own jewellery, a piece per book. She wrote — longhand — in black 
pen in a black tracksuit and wore a uniform of black trousers and 
dark jacket for day, white jacket for night, if she was out. ‘Joan is a 
force of nature,’ she said. ‘Her idea of a good time is a fabulous lunch 
followed by a fabulous dinner. That’s my idea of hell.’ 

Retirement was a filthy word. She no longer wrote to shock, but she 
always wrote to titillate. ‘I write sexy things. I don’t write porn. I write 
sex.’ And she didn’t care what people thought of her. ‘You get smarter 
as you get older. You get to the stage in life where you go, “Fuck it.” 

I don’t give a fuck about anything. I do my own thing. I’m happy doing 
my own thing.’ How would she like to be remembered? ‘As someone 
who gave people a lot of pleasure...’ Dot, dot, dot, indeed, Jackie. May 
you rest in peace. □

Her honesty and empathy 
are key to her appeal - on a visit 
to Wellington Barracks that I 
accompanied her on, her blue eyes 
filled with tears on hearing about 
a soldier who needs a holiday 
arranged at once because he has 
cancer and not long to live. 

She has become friends with many of the people she has helped. ‘I do it 
because it’s such a great charity, but mainly because it gives me joy and 
it challenges me.’ The idea that she is helping families stay together is 
also key. ‘I know how important my family unit is, divorced, half, step, 
whatever. Each and every person in my family plays such an important 
role, and the wellbeing of all those family members and the closeness are 
what make me feel a whole person and are what get me through the day.’ 

‘She is an indispensable member of the team,’ says Liam Fox. 

‘She is charming, she works really hard, and people do respond to her 
authenticity. People want to meet her, and when they have met 
her, they want to help her.’ When Kitty is not working, she likes to 
have dinners with her friends, or just be at home reading or listening 
to music. ‘I have terrible taste - my mother’s favourite band is 
the Gipsy Kings and my father’s is Supertramp, so I blame them.’ 

She is not grand, despite the grand name - instead, she is happy. 

It’s a great victory to be happy. In a way it’s a kind of rebellion, from 
the girl who has never smoked a cigarette, from the girl who should 
make her whole family proud. □

I know the value of family. I come 
from a big, extended family 
myself. It is a support system, a 
source of strength and comfort 
through life’s ups and downs. 

For military personnel, family is 
the all-important backdrop to 
their professional lives. They 
need that stability and love to 
come back to, and they also 
need time away together. 

The idea of being part of a 
small but growing military charity 
appealed to me. It has enabled 
me to be involved in every aspect

sent several families to a golf 
resort and spa in Turkey. One 
married couple in their 40s had 
never been away together before. 
Not once. I am so proud that 
Give Us Time is able to provide 
this precious time for rest and 
reconnection for those who 
need it most. 

Last year, our combat mission 
in Afghanistan came to an end. 

It is imperative that we make 
sure that there is an enduring 
support network for those 
who have come home. Give Us 
Time envisions a nation that 
truly looks after our military 
families, not just now, but over 
the long term. This is not just a 
government issue. I believe it is 
our individual responsibility, to 
not only understand the service 
and sacrifices of our troops and 
their families, but to take action 
where we can, to help lighten 
their load.

Adventure, wildlife, glorious 
countryside and open views, 
vernacular and contemporary 
architecture, fantastic facilities 
and good old-fashioned family 
fun are Habitat First Group’s 
hallmarks. It was founded by 
the late property entrepreneur 
Jeremy Paxton, who developed 
the UK’s first residential nature 
reserve at Lower Mill Estate. 
Claire Pilton meets his son Red 
at the family’s second scheme of 
sustainable homes in Dorset 


t is absolutely bucketing with rain when 
Red Paxton drives up to die timber-clad 
sales office at Silverlake; but the weather 
really doesn’t matter. With die huge 
expanse of empty sky, and die unexpected oudook 
over a lunar-like lake to forestry and Helds beyond, 
it feels as though we’re in the middle of nowhere. 

In fact, Silverlake is just three miles from 
Ringstead Bay on the Jurassic Coast, five miles 
between Weymoudi and Dorchester. It occupies 
the site of WarmweU’s WWII airbase and a 
1 00-year-old sand quarry. The holiday homes will 
cover less than a third of the land, with some 300 
acres given over to providing a natural habitat for 
wildlife - and a natural playground for residents. 
Or rather second-homers, as property cannot be 
used as a primary residence at Silverlake, which is 
being developed along similar lines to the Paxton’s 
Lower Mill Estate in the Cotswolds. 


Red points to “the growing number of UK 
families who are fed up with or fearful of holi- 
daying, half-terming and week-ending abroad.” 
Families who, far from hankering after the barefoot 
luxury of long-haul destinations, are searching for 
what he describes as ‘grounded luxury’. 

“Our concept appeals to ordinary people 
who’ve worked hard and done well; who hire 
a chef for special occasions, but not all the time. 
Who want their children to explore the great out- 
doors and be able to play out of sight safely to 
take part in bush-craft courses and night safaris. 
Today’s youngsters aren’t allowed to venture out 
alone, especially in towns. At Lower Mill they are 
encouraged to make their own tracks through the 
reserve and make their own memories too.” 

Around 70% of Lower Mill’s 320 owners come 
from London; there are a handful of expats and a 
few out-and-out investors who are looking ahead

10 years when everything will be finished. The 
estate already spoils a huge spa with Europe’s first 
eco-pool, an organic farm and farm shop, and a 
clubhouse and restaurant that opened this sum- 
mer; it has consent for 575 properties but, given 
the trend for double plots, is unlikely to reach 
that number. Red reports average plot prices are 
now £350,000 compared to £60,000 when his 
father launched the scheme 16 years ago. 

A champion water skier, Jeremy Paxton went to 
coach in the U SA where he stayed in gated holiday 
home communities. He introduced them to the 
UK back in the 1970s, a time when caravans and 
tents were the norm. Starting at the lodge- 
on-the-back-of-a-lorry end of the market, he 
established Watermark (which still exists), extended 
it to four sites and sold the lot to acquire Lower Mill 
in 1 996. Like Silverlake, it was a quarry pit with no 
planning: a shrewd gamble that paid off. 

Having established diere was scope in the UK 
for more Lower Mills, Paxton acquired the 
Silverlake site two years before his unexpected 
death in 2013. Red, who had worked at Habitat 


Pirst Group for seven years, took up the reins 
together with his sister Ruby, who heads the 
company’s holiday rental arm, Habitat Escapes, 
and younger brother Roiy, who joined the sales 
team this year. Having left school at 1 6, Red “never 
wanted to work for Dad. DJ-ing beckoned; mar- 
keting followed. Dad began asking my advice 
about marketing at Lower Mill and offered me a 
job during the recession. After selling 14 properties 
in six months, I re-negotiated my package and 
worked my way up to head of sales and marketing!” 

‘At Silverlake, we’re taking Dad’s eco-rooted 
ethos to the next level, introducing new energy- 
efficient designs and some serious holiday 
infrastructure.”

hotel and country club. 

The first cluster of 3 1 properties at Beaumont 
Village includes 1 1 terraced cottages priced from 
£295,000 and six water-fronting properties that 
rise to £2.5 million. Purchasers can choose from 
1 0 designs; alternatively one of Habitat First Group’s 
existing designs can be modified, or an architect 
commissioned to create a new one. Recommended 
builders will then customise the layout and interior 
to the owner’s specifications. “Basically it’s self-build 
without the Grand Designs headaches,” says Red, who 
sold 1 3 homes within four months of launching. 

Red’s championing of old-fashioned fun is 
refreshing and reflects his own family’s values. 
“People who were growing up in the 1960s and 
70s want to reconnect with their youth and see 
their children enjoy the same experiences.” He 
and his siblings are proudly protective of the legacy 
their father left them and those like-minded 
families who wish to hide away in the depths of a 
flourishing residential nature reserve.

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A few months ago, a Frenchman named Nelson gave me the 

most extraordinary head massage: firm, exact, delivered with 
the authority of someone who’s been doing it for years. Ten 
minutes of neck kneading, pressure pointing and scalp rubbing, and 
I was practically out cold. 

Nelson is not a masseur, he is a hairdresser. But going to the salon 
isn’t just about getting your hair done. A skilled wash and condition 
is the beginning of what can be hours of scrutinising, snipping, 
combing, gossiping, dyeing and snipping some more - but those first 
10 minutes are important. An amazing 85 per cent of women say that 
the time spent at the backwash is their favourite part of the process: it 
signals the start of something entirely pleasurable and self-indulgent. 

Nelson did an impressive blowdry: swingy, shiny, gloriously quick. 
But it was the head massage that I remembered. In that 10 minutes - 
sat back in a reclining chair with my eyes shut - 1 forgot where I was. 

That’s the point of a good salon and a good hairstylist: not just to 
give you a swishy head of hair, but to let you put things on pause, if 
only for a moment. They’re good for the hair, yes - but they’re also 
good for the soul.

And then he died. Gavanndra Hodge on losing her father - and her hairdresser 


M y father was a hairdresser 
- a good one, a famous 
one (although he was 
probably more notorious 
for sleeping with his clients 
than what he did with their hair). The 
stink of perming solution, the drone of a 
hair dryer, the rustle of foil - these were 
the smells and sounds of my childhood. 

He loved the chat, loved the intimacy of 
hairdressing, of touching someone’s head, 
sweeping a lock of hair behind their ear. 

Each time he saw a client, the conversation 
that they’d had the last time was picked 
up again, even if it was a year later. How 
are things with your husband? You’ve lost 
weight. Is your mother better? His clients 
became friends; some had been coming 
to see him for 40 years. They could tell 
him anything and he would offer advice, 
get them to laugh, all the while making 
them more beautiful - or handsome - 
than they had been when they walked 
into his salon. That was his gift. 

My father was the only person who 
cut or coloured my hair. My whole life. I 
loved sitting in the chair while he zipped 
about with his scissors. I glowed in his 
focus. He gave me a thick fringe when 
I was six, and cut it all off, at my request, 
when I was a 1 0-year-old tomboy. He 
created a sharp bob for my first Feathers Ball, and as my blonde hair 
darkened to mouse, he started highlighting it. I’d mix up my own 
bleach and fold my own foils, and then I would relax into the process, 
two hours or more, just us. My hair is thick and it took forever; he 
joked about getting one of the other hairdressers at the salon to do it, 
but he never did. It was always him. Then he would blowdry it, 
sometimes burning my ear with the dryer. At the end, he would bring 
out a mirror and hold it behind my head so I could see how it looked 
from the back. He was pleased I had nice hair, proud even, like it was 
the same as having a talent for sport or getting good A-level results. 

His shoulders went eventually — arthritis, a common complaint 
for hairdressers. He gave up his final salon, the one in Beauchamp 
Place, and kept just a few beloved clients, me included, who he 
would do at his flat in Battersea. He had a grand marble dressing 
table and a massive gilt mirror, and the process became even more 
intimate. There was always a glass of wine and music playing. 

He was a particularly brilliant wedding hairdresser, and not just 
because he specialised in glamorous updos (he had been doing 


them since the Sixties, when all the debs 
and girls-about-town routinely went to 
a hairdresser for a chic chignon). No, it 
was not just that. His approach was to 
get everyone to leave the room, especially 
the bride’s mother. Then it was just him 
and the bride, and probably a bottle of 
champagne. This way, she got an hour to 
herself on the most hectic day of her life, 
while my dad gossiped and blasted away 
all her nerves. I’ve spoken to many people 
who had their hair done by my dad on 
their wedding day, and they all said that 
it was one of the things they remembered 
most clearly. He did my hair when I got 
married. And was unusually quiet and 
restrained. He was emotional. I could feel 
it. His hands shook. 

But when I was 35, he died suddenly. 

He was 65. I cannot begin to tell you how 
sad I was. But I didn’t have time for that at 
first - I had a funeral to organise. There was so much to do. I worked 
non-stop, and when it was finally getting close to looking like it 
would all happen - a ceremony at St Mary The Boltons, a party at 
the Orangery in Kensington Gardens - I realised I had to get my 
hair done. I am a hairdresser’s daughter, I couldn’t stand in front of 
everyone and read a Thomas Hardy poem with my roots showing. 

So I went to another hairdresser for the first time. Two, in fact: 
Debbie Bhowmik for my highlights and John Vial for my cut and 
blowdry. The moment I walked into the salon I began to feel the 
tension ebb away. The sounds, the smells, the bustle. It was all so 
familiar. And Debbie and John were like gifts from a compassionate 
god. Debbie is calm and empathetic, an instinctive listener, as well 
as being an incredibly talented colourist. I felt safe with her, relaxed. 
John is brilliant too, but in a different way - all energy and gossip. 

He has that gift of instant intimacy that my dad had, not scared to 
talk about anything. He wanted to know all about my father; the 
mad, bad days, the fun. 

I walked out with my hair looking more beautiful than it had 
when I had walked in. But, more importantly, I felt better inside, 

I felt restored, mended. And I still do, whenever I see them both 
(John and Debbie have kindly adopted me, the daughter of a 
hairdresser whose father is dead). I always feel happier after seeing 
them, physically and mentally, and that is what the very best 
hairdressers are able to do. □

T his month, while testing hair-related

What happens when you are 19 and your hair starts to tall out? Nothing good. But help is at hand: 
Bryony Gordon has been through the agony - and has come out the other side, with the hair to prove it 



hen I was 19, and 
about to head off to 
university with a 
head full of hopes 
and dreams, my 
hair fell out. My 
sister noticed it 
first, during a 
bored, Sunday- 

afternoon styling session. There was a small, smooth 
patch, the size of a 50-pence piece, that in the coming 
weeks grew to the size of a £5 note and then a £10 note, before I 
being joined by another patch of similar dimensions. Within a 
couple of months, I was almost completely bald - I went from being 
a teenage girl with a head of long, luscious hair, to looking like the 
man with the combover from the Hamlet cigar advert. 

I can make jokes about it now, but at the time it didn’t seem so 
funny. Losing your hair when you are otherwise young, healthy and 
female is startling and more than a little frightening. My mother, who 
tells me now that she would go to bed crying about it, took me to our 
GP, who gave me a look that said, ‘You’re bothering me with 
something as trivial as your hair when there are ill 
people out there?’ She told me I had something 
called alopecia areata, prescribed me some steroid 
cream to rub in, and sent me on my way feeling 
like a vain little madam. The steroid cream 
worked, to a point - one patch would disappear, 
only for another to pop up somewhere else. It was 
like playing Whac-A-Mole with my follicles. 

I looked the condition up on the internet. Had 
a brief flirtation with Sun In during my early teens 
caused it? Did it have something to do with the 
fact I always had nits? ‘Stress’, concluded most 
websites when I searched, which was not entirely 
helpful given that losing your hair has a funny 
habit of making you feel... well, stressed. I started 
to wear headscarves, but was teased on the street 
for looking like a milkmaid (more than 1 5 years 
later, how I would love to be accused of looking 
like a milkmaid!). Like most teenage girls, I was 
not overly blessed with self-esteem, but as my hair 
stopped growing, my insecurities bloomed. Our 
hair is supposed to be our crowning glory - it is 
one of the first things we see on someone. So, 
what if there is very little to see? 

I developed bulimia, I think because it gave me 
some way of controlling my body. I felt bad about 
losing my hair, and then I felt bad about feeling 
bad, because there were people out there who were 
bald because of chemotherapy. Eventually, my

mother found a woman called Lucinda Ellery, who 
had developed a set of hair extensions for the 
follicly challenged lady after her own experiences 
of hair loss. By a miracle, Lucinda was based 
down the road in Hammersmith, and we 
1 booked in immediately. 

‘Darling, you’ll be able to swing from the 
I chandelier with this hair once we’re finished!’ she 
f told me when I visited her for my consultation. 

' I was so relieved that I went home and cried for 
the rest of the day, realising that this was the first 
time I had allowed myself to do so. The extensions 
- specially made so as not to disturb the scalp - took 
day to attach and the results were incredible. Within 
six months, most of my hair had grown back. 

I wish I could tell you that this was the end of my 
relationship with alopecia, but it wasn’t. It would stay with me 
for a long time, though I got quite used to it - a patch here 
and a patch there could easily be masked because I am lucky 
enough to have thick hair.

\ me on the shoulder to tell me that he was terribly sorry, 
but he thought I should know I had a bald 
patch. ‘Do you really think I don’t know?’ 

I laughed in his face. 

I got ballsy. I was not going to allow my 
alopecia to steal from me the chance to spend 
hours having my hair done. I discovered Daniel 
Galvin Jr, my hair hero, who would dye and 
style my locks just the same as he would for any 
of his aristocratic or celebrity clients. He made 
me comfortable in my own skin again. I met 
someone, fell in love, got pregnant. And then 
an amazing thing happened - my alopecia 
completely disappeared, for the first time in 
more than a decade. 

It came back when my daughter was 
1 8 months old - a doctor told me this was 
normal, given that alopecia is an autoimmune 
disorder and pregnancy can be like a resetting 
of the immune system. But my perspective had 
changed by then. I didn’t care. It grew back. 
Having been ruled by my hair for most of 
my adult life, I was now ruling it. As Ivana 
Trump once said: gorgeous hair is the best 
revenge. And boy oh boy, have I finally got 
one over on my alopecia. □
